LONDON,  Jan.  31 — The  broad  features  of  the  news  fil- 
tering in  today  from  Berlin  are,  first,  that  the  strike  move- 
ment is  undoubtedly  extending,  and  second,  that  the  Ger- 
man authorities  arc  endeavoring  to  minimize  its  impor-^ 
tance.

Crowd  Incautious  as  Compar-

Reuter'a  Amsterdam  correspondent 
Hayn  in  a  telegrram  dated  Thursday 
that  the  ofllcial  reports  obviously  rep- 
resent the  situation  in  the  least  som- 
bre liirht.  The  German  semi-official 
news  agency  says  the  trouble  is  sta- 
tionary, and  that  no  disturbances  oc- 
curred Wednesday,  that  police  inter- 
vention vsM  needless,  and  that  work 
was  partly  resumed  in  several  manu- 
factories of  greater  Berlin,  but  that 
In  other  quarters  operations  still  were 
suspended. 

In  the  upper  Bilesian  industrial  re- 
gion, according  to  this  news  agency, 
the  strike  has  gained  virtuaUy  no 
ground,  and  it  adds  that  news  from 
the  iron  and  steel  districts  of  the 
Rhlneland  and  Westphalia  also  is  re- 
assliring.  In  Spandau  work  is  In  full 
swing  In  most  of  the  Government 
works,  the  news  agency  concludes, 
the  trades  unions  refusing  to  have 
anything  to  do  with  the  strike. 
Dae  to  Lack  of  Food 

A  dispatch  from  the  Associated 
Press  from  Stockholm  says  the  Ger- 
man strikes  are  largely  dus  to  the 
scarcity  of  food,  quoting  The  Sven- 
aka.  Ipagbladet's  Berlin  correspondent, 
ThllifeiMsrsspo^dent  says  the  people 
aH  lnii^n§Vt  ttiiilf  the  exportation  of 
flour  to  Austria,  and  also  over  prof- 
iteering and  the  illegal  procuring  of 
foodstuffs,  which  flourishes  despite 
the  utmost  efforts  of  the  authorities. 


The  strikes  In  Hamburg  and  Kiel 
have  resolved  themselves  into  hunySr 
demonstrations.  The  extent  of  the 
food  profiteering  In  Berlin  alons  Is 
illustrated  by  a  report  in  This  Berlin- 
er Tageblatt  that  fines  imposed  in 
the  Mnabit  criminal  court  in  one  day 
exceeded  100,000  marks. 

According  to  a  Berlin  report  re- 
ceived through  Copenhagen,  Socialist 
leaders  from  all  over  Germany  have 
beeh  summoned  to  Berlin  for  a  dis- 
cussion of  important  home  and  for- 
eign   political   questions. 

Among  Items  of  news  received  to- 
day are  that  the  strike  has  now 
spread  to  Munich,  Bavaria,  where  the 
big  Mauser  armament  works  are  In- 
volved, and  some  of  the  printing 
works  engaged  in  the  newspaper 
trade  in  Berlin  have  struck.

WASHINGTON.  Jan.  31.— Quick  re- 
taliatory measures  were  forecast  here 
tonight  as  tho  answer  of  the  United 
States  and  the  Allies  to  Bpaln's  inter- 
ference with  the  shipment  of  goods 
across    her    frontier    into    Prance. 

In  fact,  certain  Spanish  ships  now 
In  American  porta  ready  to  sail  are 
being  held  up  pending  a  clearing  of  the 
situation,  although  the  War  Trade 
Board  In  a  formal  statement  tonight 
denied  that  vessels  under  the  Spanish 
flag  generally   were  being  kept   in  port. 

The  American  Government  is  parti- 
cularly concerned  in  the  situation  be- 
cause of  the  large  orders  placed  in 
Spain  by  Gen.  Pershing  for  supplies  for 
the  American  army.  It  holds,  too,  the 
chief  weapon  to  forro  a  lifting  of  any 
embargo  placed  by  — "i"  ^slnce  Spain 
draws  heavily  on  the  United  States  for 
foodstuffs.

WASHINGTON,  Jan.  31.— Constant 
altering  of  plans  to  meet  rapid  changes 
In  air  fighting  tactics  in  Europe,  com- 
bined with  delays  in  getting  material 
and  scarcity  of  skilled  labor,  has  put 
America's  great  aircraft  programme 
two  months  behind  schedule,  though  It 
Is  now  moving  forward  smoothly.  In 
disclosing  this  today  to  the  Senate's 
military  committee  Col.  Deeds,  assistant 
to  Major-Oeneral  Swulers,  chief  signal 
officer  of  the  army,  said  that  not  a 
single  machine  of  the  exact  type  plan- 
ned when  Congress  appropriated  |640,. 
000,000  for  an  air  fleet  will  see  service 
In  France.  Col.  Deeds  told  t*^e  commit- 
tee that  the  tendency  was  (  •  ard  ma- 
chines of  greater  power,  an  that  valu- 
able lessons  in  this  respect  has  been 
learned  at  the  last  battles  about  Ver- 
dun. He  believed  that  the  machine  now 
being  manufactured  and  sent  to  FYance 
not  only  will  meet  present  requirements, 
but  will  excel  anything  the  enemy  may 
produce. 

Testimony  on  how  many  machines 
have  been  sent  over,  the  equipment  go- 
ing with  them,  the  numt>er  of  aviators 
In  Krance.  or  expected  to  go,  uaa  left 
to  an  executive  session  of  the  commit- 
tee, and  will  be  continued  tomorow, 
but  Col.  Deeds  said  at  the  public  hear- 
ing that  It  "looks  as  though  we  will 
keep  the  programme  of  moving  men 
and  equipment  to  France  well 
balanced."

rARI.S,  Jan.  31, — Twenty  -.orflons 
•Afio  killed  and  fifty  Injured  in  last 
night's  air  raid,  It  is  announced  ofli- 
cially. 

The  raid  lasted  for  .about  two  hours. 
The  night  was  mild  and  clear  and  the 
moon  was  brilliant.  The  .streets  nf 
the  city  were  soon  tilled  with  crowds 
of  curious   people. 

The  French  airplanes  carried  bright 
lights  .so  that  the  gunners  manning 
the  ground  defences  could  distinguish 
them.  The  German  aviators  signalled 
each  other  with  rapid  flashes.  Ex- 
plosions of  shells  and  bombs  con- 
tinued intermittently  for  two  hours, 
and  then  gradually  died  away.  At 
2  o'clock  the  signal  that  all  was  clear 
was  given. 

Fonr    Squadrons 

The   official   announcement   follows: 

"First  information  Indicates  that 
four  enemy  squadrons  crossed  the 
lines  north  of  Complegne,  proceeding 
toward  Paris.  Thanks  to  the  extreme 
clearness  of  the  atmosphere,  the  ma- 
chines were  able  to  be  seen  at  a  great 
altitude.  They  approached  from  the 
north  and  from  the  east,  and  threw 
projectiles  over  several  Paris  suburbs. 
Then  they  flew  over  Paris,  keeping 
for  the  most  part  to  the  right  bank 
of  the  river,  and  dropped  almost  all 
their  bombs  in  a  few  minutes. 

"Several  bombs  failed  to  explode, 
but  others  found  victims,  chiefly  wo- 
men and  children.  Two  hospitals 
were  struck.  Several  buildings  were 
seriously   damaged. 

"Some  thirty  French  airplanes  went 
to  meet  the  enemy  as  soon  as  the 
alarm  was  given.  Several  combats 
occurred  to  the  north,  In  which  one 
German  machine  was  downed.  The 
aviators  were  made  prisoner.  One 
French  machine  in  attempting  to 
make  a  landing  In  Paris,  on  account 
otBoator  trooMo^M}..,  Pilot  and  gun- 
ner. Were  wounded." 

"Three  hsnpitals  were  struck  by 
bombs,  flr«  breaking  out  in  one  of 
them. 

"As  soon  as  the  alarm  was  given 
under  the  regular  conditions  the  sal- 
vage service  worked  with  remarkable 
rapidity. 

"SomQ  sixty  of  our  aviators  as- 
cended, of  whom  about  thirty  remain- 
ed permanently  aloft.  The  defense 
escadrllles  In  a  few  minutes  rejoined 
the  patrol  which  was  cruising  over 
Paris  before  the  alarm. 

"The  enemy,  who  lost  one  machine 
after  a  flght  above  Chelles,  has  been 
able  to  learn  that  the  attack  failed 
to  surprise  the  vlgllahce  of  our  avia- 
tion service." 

Three  Kinds  of  Projectiles 
Fragments  of  projectiles  dropped  by 
the  Germans  and  examined  at  the 
municipal  laboratory  show  that  bombs 
•of  three  kinds  were  used  by  the  In- 
\-aders,  according  to  I'lntranslgeant. 
They  were  winffed  torpedoes,  weigh- 
ing from  160  to  300  pounds,  explosive, 
bombs  and  Incendiary  bombs,  the  twor 
latter  bursting  a  minute  after  falling. 
No  tra4;es  of  asphyxiating  gas  bombs 
were  found. 

The  total  number  of  bombs  dropped 
is  estimated  at  70. 

American  Red  Cross  ambulance 
workers  assisted  In  removing  air  raid 
victlniB  to  hospitala  The  entire  am- 
bulance personnel  was  mobilised  and 
lytd  their  machines  waiting  for  c^lls 
within  forty  minutes  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  raid. 

President  Polncare,  Premier  Clem- 
cnceau  and  General  Duball,  military 
governor  of  Paris.  Joined  the  great 
crowds  of  other  Parisians  in  visiting 
the  localities  where  the  bombs  had 
fallen.  The  President  visited  person- 
ally a  large  number  of  the  injured. 
Amaxlng   Air   Battles 

In  the  street  crowds  the  conversa- 
tion turned  chiefly  upon  the  amazing 
midnight  battles  in  the  air.  of  which 
not  much  a-ns  seen,  except  the  spark- 
ling signal  lights  and  remote  flashes 
of  the  machine  guns. 
'  Representatives  of  the  Associated 
Press  heard  various  street  discus- 
sions as  to  the  psychology  of  the 
German  aitacks.  The  common  opin- 
ion was  that  they  would  be  a  tonic  to 
the  flghtlng  spirit  of  the  Frenchmen 
rather  than  depressing  in  their  effect. 
A  predominant  feeling  seemed  to  b« 
that  there  should  be  such  reprisals  by 
French  as  would  convince  the  Ger- 
mans that  it  was  not  worth  while  to 
drop  bombs  upon  non-combatants. 

Generally,  Parisians  treated  the 
raid  as  a  great  dramattc  spectacle. 
All  signs  of  it  having  had  any  moral 
effect  on  the  populace  was  absent. 
The  newspapers  today  did  not  print 
long  stories  of  the  raid,  and  all  elim- 
inated altogether  the  names  of  local- 
ities where  damage  was  dons.

ALLIES'  AIRMEN 
ARE  VICTORIOUS 


Several  Enemy  Machines  Are 
Brought  Down  by  British  and 
French — Bombing  Expedi- 
tions Are  Successful.

Food  Controller  Issues  Warn- 
ing to  Those  Who  Heap  Up 
Undue  Supply  —  Standard 
Flour  Good, 


OITAWA,  Jan.  31.— Drastic  m«as- 
ures  against  persons  hoarding  flour 
are  being  considered  by  the  Food 
Controller.  Warning  was  Issued  to- 
night that  householders  and  others 
may  And  themselves  In  an  unenviable 
predicament  if  spoiled  flour  is  found 
on  their  premlsea 

The  bakers  who  have  been  In  con- 
ference this  week  with  the  Food  Con- 
troller in  regard  to  new  regulatloiu 
governing  their  operations  have- 
recommended  that  tho  Food  Control- 
ler communicate  with  every  grocer 
and  with  all  retail  dealers  In  flour  In 
Canada,  requiring  from  them  the 
names  and  addresses  of  persons  who 
have  purchased  more  than  a  91 -pound 
bag  of  flour  during  the  last  month. 
Purthermor'',  It  Is  suggested  that 
dealers  and  grocers  falling  to  make 
correct  returns  would  have  very  little 
chanoe  of  obtaining  a  licence  under 
the  licensing  syatem,  wMch  will  sooa 
be  extended  to  this  trade.  The  rec- 
ommendation  adds  that  effective  steps 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  possi- 
bility of  serious  waste. 

Such  action  has  been  taken  in 
Great  Britain,  where  the  books  of  de- 
partmental stores  have  already  been 
examined  and  summonses  have  been 
Issued  in  hundreds  of  Instances 
against  persons  who  have  been  hoard- 
ing food.  "There  la'*  ssys  the  Food 
Controller,  "absolutely  no  necessity 
or  excuse  for  Canadians  nuylng  more 
flour  than  is  required  for  currvnt 
needs.  The  belief  that  the  new  stan- 
dard flour  Is  a  poor  quality  is  en- 
tlrelr  unfounded.  Few  people  will  be 
able  to  tell  ths  difference  between 
bread  made  from  standard  floor  and 
that  made  from  flotnr  lMt«tofoi«  In 
use.  Hoarding  Is,  therefore,  unneces- 
ssiry.  mrrofltshle  and  unpatriotic, 
aad  food  hoarded  may  be  exposed  ss 
s  nsaK  of 
sMeratton."

NEW  YORK,  Jan.  31. — A  corre- 
spondent of  the  Associated  Press  who 
was  stationed  at  Berlin  and  who  re- 
cently returned  to  the  United  States 
from  Copenhagen,  where  he  went 
after  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  has 
written  the  following  statement  of  j 
the  effect  which  strikes  in  German 
cities  Is  likely  to  have  upon  the  pro- 
duction of  munitions: 

"Strikes  at  Aldershof,  the  Berlin 
suburb,  msntloned  In  today's  dls- 
patQhes,  will  affect  one  of  the  Im- 
portant centres  of  the  German  mili- 
tary asroplane  and  balloon  Industry. 
Important  war  chemical  works,  spe- 
cializing in  the  manufacture  of  con- 
stituents for  munitions,  also  are  lo- 
cated  in   the   Berlin   suburb. 

"Spandau,  where  the  strike  slso  Is 
reported  spreading.  Is  the  site  of  one 
of  Germany's  big  arsenals,  and  a  cen- 
tre for  the  manufacture  of  ammuni- 
tion, as  well  as  of  electrical  plants 
devoted  to  war  work. 

"Spandau  and  Aldershof  differ 
from  the  usual  German  industrial 
centres  In  that  large  numbers  of 
skilled  workmen  exempted  from  mili- 
tary service  because  of  their  greater 
value  are  employed  there,  rather  than 
the  women  and  youths  who  make  up 
a  high  proportion  of  Germany's  In- 
dustrial army  In  war  times.  These 
men  are  largely  enrolled  In  the  ranks 
of  the  radical  Socialist  party  and 
have  been  restive  and  dissatisfied 
with  the  Oovemmstit  for  a  long  time. 

"The  Spandau  workmen  formed 
the  backbone  of  Germany's  flrst  po- 
litical strike  during  the  war,  called 
as  a  protest  s gainst  the  conviction  of 
Llehknec.ht.  the  radical  Socialist 
member  of  the  Reichstag,  and  held 
out  tho  longest  of  any  during  ths 
April  protest  against  the  reduction 
of  the  bread   rations. 

"Conditions  of  the  present  German 
political  strike  are  slgniflcant  In  that 
for  the  flrst  time  the  leaders  of  the 
msjority  or  'tame'  Socialists  under 
Scheldmann  are  aliened  with  the  rad- 
loal  Socialists.  During  the  strlks  oc- 
osatoned  by  the  trial  of  Llsbknecht 
and  by  the  reduction  of  the  bread  ra- 
tion In  April,  1*17,  the  influence  of 
Bchsidemann  and  the  other  majority 
Socialist  leaders  was  thrown  acslnst 
the  walkouts,  and  they  co-sp«ratsd 
with  the  Oaramment  In  Inducing  ths 
men  and  women  to  return  to  work. 
Majority  Socialist  endasvors  wsr* 
also  primarily  responsible  for  the 
Callare  of  the  general  polltieal  gtrike 
which  radical  Socialists  attempted  to 
launch  May  1.  191«.  Now  Schiede- 
msnn  and  hta  associates  are  reported 
on  the  generar  strike  eommlttse  with 
Haase  and  other  leaders  of  the  radi- 
cal element.

Columbia  and  Washington 
State  Canners  Consider  Pro- 
tection of  Fraser  Sockeye. 


VANCOUVER.  Jan.  31.— Headed  by 
State  Fish  Commlftsloner  I^  H.  Dar- 
win, a  committee  of  Washington  men 
interested  in  formulating  a  Joint  pro- 
gramme on  belialC  of  American  and 
Canadian  flehlng  intereata  for  the 
ppoteotion  of  aoclceye  salmon  arrived 
this  momins  and  entered  Into  confer- 
ence with  local  representatives  of  the 
Ashing  industry  at  the  Board  of  Trade 
rooms. 

The  proceedings  were  private. 

Other  members  of  the  Washington 
delegation  were  Messrs.  Miller  Free- 
man, W.  A.  Loman,  D.  Campbell.  F. 
Twitcbell,  J.  O.  Morris.  A.  J.  McCord 
and  F.  T^bson. 

Among  the  local  cannery  men  pres- 
ent were  MesBrs.  W.  H.  Barker  and 
W,   D.   Biirdls  and   Dr.   Bell-Irving. 

The  two  committees  begin  negotia- 
tions on  the  theory  that  some  legis- 
lation Is  needed  to  restrict  the  takingr 
of  sockeye  salmon.  I>unng  the  last 
year  the  run,  which  was  expected  to 
be  the  largest  in  the  history  of  tho 
Industry,  was  a  failure.  While  the 
sharp  falling  off  is  traceable  to  the 
fact  that  the  fish  could  not  get  up 
the  Fraser  River  to  spawn  in  1913 
because  of  slides  due  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Canadian  Northern,  fish- 
ing interests  generally  believe  sock- 
eyes  have  been  fished  too  close. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Northwestern 
fishermen  that  unlesp  the  Province 
and  State  agree  upon  a  legislative 
programme,  control  of  the  fisheries 
will  be  taken  over  by  the  Canadian 
and  American  Oovernmenta  through 
treaty,  which  will  do  away  in  time 
with  all  local  control.  Local  Jeal-( 
ousles  In  the  past  have  had  mucli  to 
do  with  keeping  the  Province  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  and  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington apart,  but  these  will  be  for- 
gotten In  the  face  of  the  threat  to 
handle  the  fishing  problems  by  treaty. 

After  a  two  hours'  discussion  in  the 
Board  of  Trade  rooms,  the  first  co- 
operative action  Between  the  canners 
on  both  sides  of  the  international 
boundary  looking  toward  t^  savintr 
of  the  sockeye  was  taken.  A  commit- 
tee consisting  of.  for  Puget  Sound,  D. 
li.  Campbell,  J.  L..  Morris,  Frank 
Twitchell,  E.  S.  McCord,  R.  A.  Welsh, 
W.  A.  Loman  and  Miller  Freeman,  and 
fbr  British  Columbia.  W.  H.  Barker. 
Dr.  Bell -Irving.  R.  C.  Oosse,  C.  S. 
Todd,  D.  McPherson  and  James  An- 
derson, was  appointed  to  go  Into  the 
matter  and  report. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  occanlon 
was  the  first  time  on  which  the  two 
sides  had  ever  been  able  to  formally 
get  together  on  the  question  there 
was  little  expression  of  opinion  at  the 
meeting.  The  real  views  of  the  c.-m- 
ners  will  be  heard  at  a  general  meet- 
ing to  be  called  later,  at  which  the 
report  of  the  committee  appointed  to- 
day will  be  considered,  and  which 
will  formulate  a  set  of  suggestions  for 
submission  to  the  Canadian  and 
American  Federal  governments  on  a 
measure  of  protection  for  the  sock- 
eyes  that  will  affect  both  British  Col- 
umbia and  Puget  Sound  fishing  inter 
ests   equally. 


BRAZIL  WILL  SEND 

FLEET  TO  EUROPE 

RIO  JANEIRO.  Brazil.  Jan.  31.— 
Admiral  Pedro  ProntI  has  been  ap- 
pointed the  commander  of  the  Brazil- 
ian fleet  which  will  co-operate  with 
the  Allies  in  European  waters. 

Commenting  on  notes  exchanged 
between  the  Brazilian  Foreign  Minis-

When  Lieut.  "Pat"  O'Brien,  of  the 
RF.C.  returned  to  his  home  at  Mo- 
nvence.  lUinols,  last  week,  attar  long 
absence  in  battle- overrun  Europe,  he 
was  given  the  sort  of  reception  which 
should  suggest  to  Vktoria  Its  own 
limitations  In  the  matter  of  welcom- 
ing the  soldiers  when  they  return 
from  overseas. 

"As  high  as  120  was  offered  for 
seats  at  the  banquet  in  the  hastily- 
improvised  auditorium  In  a  local  gar- 
age to  welcome  the  lieutenant,"  The 
Chicago  Dally  Tribune  states.  "Four 
hundred  and  fifty  were  seated  at  the 
banquet,  and  3,000  wished  to  attend 
to  hear  Mayor  L.  J.  Tiffany  greet  the 
idol  of  all  Kankakee  County  and  to 
drink  in  the  congratulation  extended 
by  Henry  R.  Rathbone,  former  presi- 
dent of  the  Hamilton  Club  of  Chicago, 
and  the  Rev.  Father  Bergan,  of  St. 
Victor's  College." 

"Should  acme  local  historian  ever 
attempt  to  set  down  the  history  of 
this  little  town  on  the  banks  of  the 
Kankakee,  its  alpha  and  omega  will 
chiefly  have  to  do  with  the  amazing 
poregrl  nations  of  Happy-Oo-Lucky 
Pat  O'Brien,"  the  article  continues. 
ttroth  of  a  Boy 

Lieut.  O'Brien  made  a  spectacular 
escape  from  a  speeding  train  and  his 
subsequent  flight  from  Germany 
"thrilled  two  continents."  Momence 
is  proud  of  being  the  home  town  of 
this  hero,  and  made  the  most  of  the 
occasion  on  his  return. 

Momence  never  really  expected  it 
of  Pat; !  little  Pat  who  carried  water 
for  Contractor  Clark  when  he  built 
the  brick  building  on  Front  Street; 
mischievous  Pat,  who  was  a  lovable 
trial  to  his  grade  school  teachers; 
Pat  who  didn't  have  time  to  l>other 
much  with  high  school  books;  Pat  who 
lit  15  contracted  the  wanderlust.  .  . 
Momence  always  knew  that  Pat  would 
amount  to  something  some  day,  for 
isn't  he  a  broth  of  an  Irish  lad,  with 
a  way  with  colleens  and  a  manner  re- 
spected of  gentlemen?  And  doesn't 
he  come  of  the  Fighting  O'Briens,  and 
didn't  he  have  a  father  and  a  grand- 
father and  a  great-grandfather  who 
fought  side  by  side  throughout  the 
Civil  War  in  the  famous  U3th  Illin- 
ois 7" 

This  is  no  mere  verbal  enthusiasm. 
When  Pat  came  home  to  Momence 
schools  were  closed  and  many  of  Hhe 
titores.

^any  times  during  those  seventy- 
two  nights  of  travel  through  Ger- 
many. Luxemberg,  and  occupied  Bel- 
gium. American  strategy  triumphed 
over  German  efficiency. 

"We  rode  all  day  and  all  olgbt 
Twice  I  put  up  the  window  to  Jump 
and  lost  my  nerve.  It  looked  too 
much  lli<e  sudden  death.  As  I  put  It 
up  again,  about  4  In  the  morning,  the 
guard  gave  me  an  ugly  look.  I  knew 
it  was  then  or  never,  and  dived  out. 

"For  nearly  a  month  afterward  I 
thought  my  left  eye  was  gone.  The 
scars  are  there  yet.  By  the  time  the 
train  stopped,  a  half-mile  on.  or  more. 
I  was  up  and  stumbled  to  a  hiding 
place.  Those  Germans  looked  every- 
where— on  the  side  of  the  tracks  to- 
ward the  border.  I  was  In  the  oppo- 
site direction. 

"It  was  a  month  before  I  got  rid 
of  my  English  uniform.  I  stole  a  pair 
of  overalls  one  night.  I  got  a  cap  the 
next  and  a  shirt  later.  A  Belgian 
grave  me  a  scarf.  That  was  all  the 
help  I  got." 

A  Himple  IMeC 

As  an  appetiser  Lieut  O'Brien  ate 
turnip.  The  entre  was  sugar  t>eet, 
and  the  meal  closed  with  a  cabbage 
stump  that  even  the  Germans  scorned. 

"And  I  never  did  like  vegetables," 
he  said.  "I  hope  I  never  hsve  to  eat 
another." 

One  night  a  German  soldier  saw 
him  swimming  a  river  and  raisad  the 
alarm. 

"I  felt  stire  they  would  be  on  top 
of  me  in  a  few  minutea,"  he  said,  "s« 
I  ran  upstream  and  swam  back  to  the 
other  side.  I  knew  the  ways  of  the 
Hun  pretty  well  by  then.  They  look- 
ed everywhere  on  the  other  side,  but 
not  a  Gorman  came  near  me. 
Swaa  the  Mease 

"One  of  the  hardest  things  I  did 
was  to  swim  the  Mause  river.  I  had 
all  my  clothes  on.  to  ray  boots,  and 
the  river  was  half  a  mile  aeroas.

VANCOU\*ER,  Jan.  Jl.— The  likeli- 
hood that  a  meeting  of  credltorn  of  the 
Dominion  Truat  will  be  called  by  Mr. 
Justice  Murphy  to  consider  the  whole 
question  of  the  future  relation  of 
Liquidator  Andrew  Stewart  to  the 
llqnldation  was  Intimated  by  His  Lord- 
ship this  .momlnir  after  Mr.  J.  H.  Law- 
son,  solicitor  for  the  creditors,  had 
expressed  his  Intention  of  resigninK  all 
connection  with  the  liquidation  and 
had  aakctJ  that  such  a  meeting  be  held. 
The  proposal  was  fought  by  Mr. 
Charles  Wilson,  K.C.,  private  counsel 
for  Mr.  Stewart,  who  appeared  in 
court  with  J.  W.  Dixie,  of  the  official 
Counsel  for  the  liquidation.  Reserving' 
his  decision  on  the  matter  until  he  has 
had  an  opportunity  of  conferring  with 
Chief  Justice  Hunter,  who  Is  responsible 
for  Mr.  Stewart's  appointment,  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Murphy  said  that  it  seemed  to 
himself  hl)7hly  desirable  In  the  public 
Interest  that  the  creditors  should  be 
called  together  to  pass  upon  the  Uauld- 
ator's  proposals  and  the  court  be  given 
the  advantage  of  the  views  of  the  per- 
sons most  vitally  Interested  in  the 
liquidation. 

The  matter  came  up  on  the  resumed 
hearing  of  the  application  of  the 
liquidator  that  the  court  fix  his  re- 
muneration and  at  the  same  time  con- 
sider granting  him  a  release  from  the 
conditions  of  his  liquldatorshlp  to  en- 
able him  to  resume  the  Pacific  Coast 
management  of  the  accounting  firm  of 
Marwick,  Mitchell,  Peat  &  Company, 
who  have  done  work  for  the  liquidation 
as  auditors,  special  investigators  and 
agents. 

Opposition  came  from  both  Sir 
Charles  Tupper,  K.C.,  counsel  for  the 
Prudential  Trust  Company,  who  are 
agents  for  English  creditors  to  the 
extent  of  $1,500,000,  and  from  Mr.  J.  H. 
Lawson,  who  was  appointed  by  the 
court  to  act  as  solicitor  for  the  credi- 
tors  in    general. 

During  the  course  of  the  argument 
counsel  for  Mr.  Stewart  said  he  con- 
sidered it  absurd  that  Mr.  Stewart 
should  have  to  devote  the  next  six  or 
seven  years  of  his  life  to  the  Dominion 
Trust  liquidation  at  his  sclary  of  $500 
per  month,  saying:  "In  the  present 
state  of  the  liquidation  no  human  being 
can  possibly  state  when  the  liquidation 
will  end." 

Reference  was  made  to  the  fact  that 
the  nominee  of  the  depositors,  Mr.  A. 
C.  Stirrett,  of  the  Credit  Fonder,  was 
prepared  to  advance  moneys  to  protect 
the  liquidation,  because  Mr.  fitlrrett 
proposed  to  retain  oversight  of  the 
Credit  Fonder  and  install  Mr.  Ash- 
worth  Anderson  in  permanent  charge 
of  the  Dominion  Trust  liquidation,  and 
the  Chief  Justice  had  Insisted  that  who- 
ever was  appointed  must  be  prepared  to 
devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the 
work  of  liquidation.

Some  Aldermen  Claim  Ail 
Money  Should  Be  Used  for 
Attraction  of  Industries, 
Eliminating  Tourist  End. 


LONE>ON,  Jan.  31.— The  Marquis  of 
Lanadowne,  In  an  addresa  today  said 
he  concurred  entirely  with  the  recent 
Bpeeches  of  Mr.  David  Lloyd  George, 
the  British  Premier,  and  President 
Wilson   on  peace  aims. 

"I  believe  all  of  us  are  ready  to  pro- 
long this  war,  terrible  as  it  is,  until 
we  can  get  a  clean  peace,"  said  the 
leader  of  tha  Oppoaitlon  In  the  Uouae 
of   Lords. 

Lord  Lansdowne  was  replying  to  an 
address  presented  by  Earl  Loreburn, 
former  Lord  High  Chancellor,  and 
others  of  his  supporters,  including  au- 
thors  and   Journalists. 

"But  it  is  our  desire,"  the  speaker 
said,  "that  the  time  for  obtaining  that 
clean  peace  should,  if  possible,  not  bo 
too  long  delayed  and  that  no  oppor- 
tunity should  be  neglected  of  bring- 
ing  It   nearer. 

"By  a  clean  peace  1  mean  a  peace 
which    will    be    durable." 

Continuing,  Ijord  Lansdowne  said 
there  was  only  one  way  of  getting 
this  peace  and  that  was  forming  a 
combination  of  great  powers  under 
which  the  powers  would  hold  them- 
selves bound  to  refer  International 
disputes  to  some  kind  of  International 
tribunal. 

Lord  Lansaowne  asked  if  It  would 
not  be  true  to  add  that  If  the  co- 
hesion of  Germany  could  be  obtained 
to  such  a  pact  It  would  mean  the  ne- 
gation of  Prussian  militarism.  He 
said  there  would  be  no  room  for 
Rrusslan  militarism  Inside  such  a  com- 
bination. 

The  speaker  said  he  accepted  whole- 
heartedl.v  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Lloyi 
<  Jeorge  that  territorial  questions  should 
bn  settled  on  the  basis  of  natlona! 
self-determination.  The  speech  of 
t'ount  von  Ilertllng.  the  German 
Chancellor  was  a  disappointment  to 
him,    Lord   Lansdowne   added. 

"I  think  nobody  would  be  more  sur- 
prised than  von  Ilertllng,"  the  .speak- 
er said.  "If  he  thought  we  were  going 
to  Aand  over  Gibraltar.  Hongkong  and 
some  other  little  quarters  of  the 
earth."

ITALIAN  ARMY  HE.VDgLAUTERS 
I.V  NORTHERN  I-^ALV.  Jan.  31.— 
Eye-witnesses  of  the  Ilaliun  attack  of 
the  past  few  days  on  the  Asiago  pla- 
teau tell  a  story  of  thrilling  Interest. 
From  their  accounts  It  appears  that 
the  first  Italian  rush  began  In  the 
darkness  at  3  o'clock  Monday  morning. 
The  .sleeping  enemy  forces  •  were 
taken  completely  by  surprise.  The 
Alplnl  were  in  the  thick  of  this  fight- 
ing, and  by  daylight  they  had  swept 
the  first  line  trenches  and  had  taken 
an  old  church  which  formed  a  stra- 
tegic point  in  the  enemy  line  of  de- 
fence. They  were  vigorously  sup- 
ported by  the  heroic  Sassarl  brigade, 
which  took  and  re-took  the  height  of 
Col  del  Roasa  three  times  against  the 
stubborn,  desperate  resistance  of  the 
en^my. 

These  early  movements  were  a  di- 
version to  screen  the  main  drive  on 
the  right,  where  a  stroke  was  delivered 
for  the  dominating  height  of  Monte  dl 
\'albella.  It  was  here  that  the  most 
Hcvere  fighting  occurred  through  Mi)n- 
<lay  night  und  in  the  early  hours  of 
TueS'day.  Italian  storming  troops  took 
the  eastern  and  western  slopes,  and 
by  H  o'clock  Tuesday  morning  had 
cut  their  way  to  the  summit  and  were 
establishing  themselves  firmly  In  defi- 
nite control  of  all  the  key  positions. 

It  was  hand-to-hand  fighting  up  the 
slopes,  with  heavy  losses  on  the  Aus- 
trian side  and  the  enemy  clearly  at  a 
(li.sadvantage. 

Far  Witlilu  Enemy's  LincB 
A  singular  feature  of  the  struggle 
was  suppili'd  by  a  considerable  Italian 
force  which  fought  Us  way  tar  beyond 
the  first  day's  objective,  and  was  such 
a  distance  within  the  enemy's  lines 
that  the  troops  were  given  up  for  lost. 
When  the  final  charge  was  made  up 
the  Monte  di  Valbeila,  however,  this 
Italian  force  disengaged  itself  from  the 
enemy  encirclement  and  took  an  Im- 
portant part  in  the  final  capture  of  the 
summit. 

Throughout  the  day  yesterday  the 
enemy  sought  to  redeem  the  situation 
by  bringing  forward  large  reinforce- 
ments, und  it  Is  estimated  that  fifty 
new  batteries  were  added  to  hid  fight- 
ing line.  But  his  efforts  to  move  In- 
fantry led  to  such  confusion  that  all 
his  counter-attaclis  were  rendered 
abortive.  Austrian  prisoners  declare 
that  the  reserves  hurrying  forward 
were  met  by  steady  streams  of  beaten 
troops  moving  backward  until  all  or- 
derly formations  were  broken  up.  At- 
tempts to  merge  the  fresh  troops  with 
the  decimiated  front  line  units  only 
added   to  the  confusion. 

According  to  prisoners,  the  2l8t 
schutzen  division  of  Austrlans  and  the 
lOlHt  .\uHtrliin  landrturm  division 
were  virtually  destroyed,  while  the 
9th  and  B2nd  mountain  l)rigades  of 
Kaiserjaegera  were  similarly  deci- 
mated. The  liirge  percentage  of  offi- 
cers among  the  prisoners  l.-^  noticeable, 
and  the  casualties  show  a  similar 
heav.v  proporthm  of  officers. 

No  exact  information  is  available  on 
the  extent  of  tlio  lo.sses,  hut  the  total 
mounts  high  for  the  enemy,  while  the 
brilliant  uphill  charges  of  the  Italian 
infantry,  particularly  the  Heraaglcrl, 
were  not  effected  without  some  losses 
being  .sustained. 

Hesides  yielrtlng  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  prlsoner.s  and  war  material,  the 
engagement  roHUlted  in  restoring  the 
Italian  line.s  to  the  dominating  poni- 
tlon  they  occupied  l>erore  the  enem.v 
made  his  forward  movement  In  this 
sector  Just  before  Christmas.

TRY  TOREORGANIZE 
HNANCESOF  VATICAN 

ROME,  Jan.  31.— An  international 
committee  Is  to  be  formed  to  reorgan- 
ize the  finances  of  the  Vatican,  which 
Cardinal  Uasparrl,  Papal  Hecretary  of 
State,  reports  are  In  an  alarming  con- 
dition. The  committee,  one  of  whose 
members  is  to  be  Thomas  F.  Ryan,  of 
New  Tork,  will  be  called  upon  to  de- 
vise means  of  obtaining   funds,  possibly 


by  the  underwriting  of  a  world-wide 
loan. 

The  Vatican's  usual  sources  of  re- 
venue, .such  as  rentals  from  property 
and  gifts  from  Mexico,  Belgium,  I'Vance, 
Austria  and  the  United  States.  hav« 
been  reduced  or  cut  off  by  war  condi- 
tions. 

At  the  same  time,  I'ope  Bcnedlefl 
daily  expends  thousands  of  dollars  In 
war  charities,  Incdluding  the  sending 
of  food  and  ciothinj;  to  prisoners  of 
war  In  fSermany  and  Austria.  Appeals 
for  contributions  are  reCblved  In  largo 
numbers  at  the  Vatican  from  many 
countries. 

Under  the  present  system  of  flnanelnl 
administration  the  Pope  acts  as  trea- 
surer of  the  Vatican,  having  in  hia  of- 
floe  a  safe  In  which  bo  deposits  tha 
funds  to  be  disbursed,  when  the  safa 
Is  empty  the  Holy  Seen  nominadly  is 
bankrupt.

VANCOUVER.  Jan.  81.— The  llkell- 
hood  that  a  meetlnc  of  creditors  of  the 
Dominion  Trust  will  be  called  by  Mr. 
Justice  Murphy  to  consider  the  whole 
question  of  the  future  relation  of 
Liauidator  Andrew  Stewart  to  the 
liquidation  waa  Intimated  by  Hla  Lord- 
ship this  morning  after  Mr.  J.  H.  Law- 
aon,  aollcltor  for  the  credltora,  had 
expreaned  his  Intention  of  realKolnR  all 
connection  with  the  liquidation  and 
had  asked   that  such  a  meeting  l>e  held. 

The  proposal  was  fought  by  Mr. 
Charlea  Wllaon,  K.C.,  private  counael 
for  Mf.  Stewart,  who  appeared  In 
court  with  J.  W.  DUle,  of  the  ofllclal 
counsel  for  the  liquidation.  Reserving 
hla  decision  on  the  matter  until  he  has 
had  an  opportunity  of  conferring  with 
Chief  Justice  Hunter,  who  Is  responsible 
for  Mr.  Ktewart's  appointment,  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Murphy  said  that  it  seemed  to 
himself  highly  desirable  In  the  public 
interest  that  the  creditors  should  be 
called  together  to  pass  upon  the  liquid- 
ator's proposals  and  the  court  be  given 
the  advantage  of  the  views  of  the  per- 
sons most  vitally  Interested  In  the 
liquidation. 

The  matter  came  up  on  the  resumed 
hearing  of  the  application  of  the 
liquidator  that  the  court  fix  his  re- 
muneration and  at  the  same  time  con- 
sider granting  him  a  release  from  the 
conditions  of  his  liquldatorship  to  en- 
able him  to  resume  the  Paciflc  Coast 
management  of  the  accounting  Arm  of 
Marwick,  Mitchell,  Peat  &  Company, 
who  have  done  work  for  the  liquidation 
as  auditors,  special  investigators  and 
agents. 

Opposition  came  from  both  Sir 
Charles  Tupper,  K.C.,  counsel  for  the 
Prudential  Trust  Company,  who  are 
agents  for  English  creditors  to  the 
extent  of  $1,500,000,  and  from  Mr.  J.  H. 
Lawson,  who  waa  appointed  by  the 
court  to  act  as  solicitor  for  the  credi- 
tors  In    general. 

During  the  course  of  the  argument 
counsel  for  Mr.  Stewart  said  he  con- 
sidered It  absurd  that  Mr.  Stewart 
should  have  to  devote  the  next  six  or 
seven  years  of  his  life  to  the  Dominion 
Trust  liquidation  at  his  sclary  of  1500 
per  month,  saying:  "In  the  present 
state  of  the  liquidation  no  human  being 
can  possibly  state  when  the  liquidation 
will  end." 

Reference  was  made  to  the  fact  that 
the  nominee  of  the  depositors,  Mr.  A. 
C.  Stirrett,  of  the  Credit  Fonder,  was 
prepared  to  advance  moneys  to  protect 
the  liquidation,  because  Mr.  Stirrett 
proposed  to  retain  oversight  of  the 
Credit  Fonder  and  install  Mr.  Asli- 
worth  Anderson  in  permanent  charge 
of  the  Dominion  Trust  liquidation,  and 
the  Chief  Justice  had  Insisted  that  who- 
ever was  appointed  must  be  prepared  to 
devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the 
work  of  liquidation.

Controversy  over  the  city's  Rrani  to 
the  maintenance  fund  of  the  Victoria 
and  Island  Development  Association, 
now  regarded  as  an  annual  event 
never  lacking  in  mild  excitement,  be- 
gan last  night  at  a  meeting  of  the 
city  council  sitting  as  estimates  com- 
mittee. 

From  the  attitude  taken  by  the  ma- 
jority of  the  aldermen,  the  publicity 
end  of  the  association  may  be  elim- 
inated this  year  in  the  effort  to  con- 
centrate forces  on  the  attraction  of 
industries  to  Victoria.  There  was  op- 
position from  one  or  two  members  to 
the  grant  of  $7,000  in  any  form  at 
the  commencement  of  the  discussion, 
but  It  developed  that  practically  all 
favored  the  continuance  of  the  organ- 
ization purely  as  an  industrial  and 
information   bureau. 

Industries  Only 

The  Victoria  Retrenchment  Asso- 
ciation urged  upon  the  council  some 
lime  ago  that  it  would  not  endorse 
the  grant  unless  It  was  specified  that 
the  development  association  should 
cut  out  the  tourist  branch  and  go  in 
essentially  for  the  encouragement  of 
industrial  expansion. 

Aid.  Snngster  was  the  first  to  de- 
clare his  objection  to  the  grant,  al- 
though Ali.  Andros  responded  that 
he  would  favor  giving  $25,000  to  the 
association.  If  the  city  had  that  much 
lo  give.  He  referred  to  the  develop- 
ment other  cities  had  achieved  sim- 
ply through  extensive  publicity  cam- 
paigns. 

Aid.  Peden  claimed  that  Commis- 
sioner C  L.  Armstrong  could  not  be 
Improved  upon  as  head  of  the  asso- 
ciation, nnd  that  the  work  he  was 
now  engage<^  in  was  certain  to  be 
productive  of  fnr-rcachlng  results.

This  brought  (rom  other  members 
of  the  council  the  declarsitton  that  no 
one  dotihted  Mr.  Armstrong's  ability. 
U  was  dimply  a  matter  of  dnanoes 
and  the  necessity  of  the  work  at  the 
present  time.  To  this  Aid.  Peden 
asserted  that  the  present  offered  An 
unequalled  opportunity  to  attract 
l>oth  resident!^  and  industries,  al- 
though he  admitted  that  the  attrac- 
tion of  Industries  waa  a  problem  not 
easily   solved. 

When  the  estlmntes  committee 
meets  again  next  Tuesday  it  will 
have  before  It  a  financial  statement  of 
the  association  for  the  last  year,  as 
(veil  aa  a  deflnlte  programme  of  the 
association's  intended  activity  in 
Itlft. 


TALKS  OF  PEACE 


Asserts  That  Combination  of 
Great  Powers  Is  Only  Way 
of  Securing  Permanent  and 
Just  Settlement.     •

LONDON,  Jan.  31.— The  Marquis  of 
Lansdowne,  in  an  address  today  said 
he  concurred  entirely  with  the  recent 
speeches  of  Mr.  David  Lloyd  George, 
the  British  Premier,  and  President 
Wilson   on  peace  aims. 

"I  believe  all  of  us  are  ready  to  pro- 
long this  war,  terrible  as  it  Is,  until 
we  can  get  a  clean  peace."  said  the 
leader  of  the  Opposition  in  the  House 
of  Lords. 

Lord  Lansdowne  was  replying  to  an 
address  presented  by  Earl  Loreburn. 
former  Lord  High  Chancellor,  and 
others  of  his  supporters,  including  au- 
thors  and   Journalists. 

"But  it  Is  our  desire,"  the  speaker 
said,  "that  the  time  for  obtaining  that 
clean  peace  should,  If  possible,  not  be 
too  long  delayed  and  that  no  oppor- 
tunity should  be  neglected  of  bring- 
ing  it  nearer. 

"By  a  clean  peace  I  mean  a  peace 
which    win    be    durable." 

Continuing,  Lord  Lansdowne  said 
there  was  only  one  way  of  getting 
this  peace  and  that  was  forming  a 
combination  of  great  powers  under 
which  the  powers  would  hold  them- 
selves bound  to  refer  international 
disputes  to  some  kind  of  International 
tribunal. 

Lord  LansAowne  asked  if  It  would 
not  be  true  to  add  that  if  the  co- 
hesion of  Germany  could  be  obtained 
to  such  a  pact  It  would  mean  the  ne- 
gation of  Prussian  militarism.  He 
said  there  would  be  no  room  for 
Pj-ussian  militarism  inside  such  a  com- 
bination. 

The  speaker  said  he  accepted  whole- 
heartedl.v  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Lloyl 
tSeorge  that  territorial  questions  should 
ho  settled  on  the  basis  of  national 
self-determination.  The  speech  of 
t^ount  von  Hertllng,  the  German 
Chancellor  was  a  disappointment  to 
him,   Lord   Lansdowne   added. 

"I  think  nobody  would  be  more  sur- 
prised than  von  Hertllng,"  the  speak- 
er said,  "if  he  thought  we  were  going 
to  Hand  over  Gibraltar.  Hongkong  and 
some  other  little  quarters  of  the 
earth."

ITALIAN  ARMY  HEAIXJCAIITERS 
l.V  NORTHERN  I-pALY,  Jan.  31.— 
Eye-witnesses  of  the  Italian  attack  of 
the  past  few  days  on  the  Asiago  pla- 
teau tell  a  story  of  thrilling  interest. 
From  their  accounts  It  appears  that 
the  first  Italian  rush  began  In  the 
darkness  at  3  o'clock  Monday  morning. 
The  sleeping  enemy  forces  were 
taken  completely  by  surprise.  The 
.\lplni  were  in  the  thick  of  this  fight- 
ing, and  by  daylight  they  had  swept 
the  first  line  trenches  and  had  taken 
an  old  church  which  farmed  a  stra- 
tegic point  In  the  enemy  line  of  de- 
fence. They  were  vigorously  sup- 
ported by  the  heroic  Sassarl  brigade, 
which  took  and  re-took  the  height  of 
Col  del  Roa.sa  three  times  against  the 
stubborn,  desperate  resistance  of  the 
enemy. 

These  early  movements  were  a  di- 
version to  screen  the  main  drive  on 
the  right,  where  a  stroke  was  delivered 
for  the  dominating  height  of  Monte  dl 
\albella.  It  was  here  that  the  most 
severe  fighting  occurred  through  Mon- 
day night  and  in  the  early  hours  of 
Tuesday.  Italian  storming  troops  took 
the  eastern  and  western  slopes,  and 
by  11  o'clock  Tuesday  morning  had 
cut  their  way  to  the  summit  and  were 
establishing  themselves  firmly  in  defi- 
nite control  of  all   the  key  positions. 

It  was  hand-to-hand  fighting  up  the 
slopes,  with  heavy  losses  on  the  Aus- 
trian side  and  the  enemy  clearly  at  a 
disadvantage. 

Far  Within  F.neray's  Lines 
A  singular  feature  of  the  struggle 
was  supplied  by  a  considerable  Italian 
force  which  fought  Us  way  far  beyond 
the  first  (lay's  objective,  and  was  such 
a  distance  within  the  enemy's  lines 
that  the  troops  were  given  up  for  lost. 
When  the  final  charge  was  made  up 
the  Monte  di  Valbclla,  however,  this 
Italian  force  dlnengagod  Itself  from  the 
enemy  encirclement  and  took  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  final  capture  of  the 
summit. 

Throughout  the  day  yesterday  the 
enemy  sought  to  redeem  the  situation 
by  bringing  forward  large  reinforce- 
ments, and  it  is  estimated  that  fifty 
new  batteries  were  added  to  hid  fight- 
ing line.  But  his  efforts  to  move  in- 
fantry led  to  such  confusion  that  all 
his  counter-attacks  were  rendered 
abortive.  Austrian  prisoners  declare 
that  the  reserves  hurrying  forward 
wero  met  hy  steady  streams  of  beaten 
troops  moving  backward  until  all  or- 
derly formations  wero  broken  up.  At- 
tempts to  merge  the  fresh  troops  with 
the  declmiated  front  line  units  only 
added   to  the  confusion. 

According  to  prisoners,  the  21st 
schutzen  division  of  Austrlans  and  the 
lOlst  .\u8trlan  landsturm  division 
were  virtually  destroyed,  while  the 
9th  and  52nd  mountain  hrigades  of 
Kaiserjaegers  were  similarly  deci- 
mated. The  large  percentage  of  ofll- 
cers  among  the  prisoners  \»  noticeable, 
and  the  casualties  show  a  similar 
heavy  proportion  of  oHlcers.

So  much  dlv«rs«ney  of  opinion  tx- 
lata  resmrdlnc  •  solution  of  th«  City's 
flnanclal  criala  that  very  often.  In  the 
discussions  that  arls«^  there  Is  a 
tendency  to  loae  siyht  of  what  the 
real  problem  Is.  It  appears  to  us 
that  the  measure  of  relief  Which  is 
soucht  must  apply  not  only  to  the 
payment  of  arrears  but  also  to  future 
n^yments  under  the  local  improve- 
ment plan,  while,  at  the  same  time, 
whatever  Is  done  the  City's  credit 
must  not  be  Impaired.  In  other 
words  there  must  be  provision  to  take 
up  all  debentures  as  they'fall  due,  and 
it  is  essential  measures  should  be 
taken  to  Insure  that  in  future  the 
City's  debt  does  not  exceed  what  Is 
the  City's  legitimate  borrowing  power. 
And,  arising  out  of  the  problem-  now 
confronting  the  municipality,  Ih  the 
warning  that  the  whole  system  of  tax- 
ation calls  for  reform.  Bitter  experi- 
ence has  provpd  It  Is  absolutely  es- 
sential to  remove  some  of  the  exist- 
ing burden  on  land. 

Those  who  come  under  the  title  of 
de(llnquent  taxpayers  may  be  divided 
into  three  classes: 

Those  who  could  pay  If  they  chose. 
Those  who  would  pay  if  they  could. 
Those  who  have  made  up  their 
minds  to  abandon  their  properties  be- 
cause, strictly  from  the  businsflS 
standpoint,  they  think  it  Is  not  worth 
while  to  retain   them. 

What  those  who  are  seelcjng  a  so- 
lution of  the  delinquency  problem 
have  to  consider  is  how  to  change 
the  present  conditions  of  payment  so 
as  to  get  the  most  revenue  without 
inflicting  hardship  on  any  class  in  the 
community.  It  i^ay  be  said  at  once 
that  the  chief  cause  of  delinquency 
is  the  abnormally  heavy  annual 
charge  due  to-  the  apportionment  of 
local  Improvement  debts  over  too 
limited  a  time,  namely  ten  years, 
whereas  the  life  of  the  bulk  of  the 
local'  improvements  is,  or  should  be. 
thirty  years.  If  what  we  are  saying 
is  correct  then  obviously  the  remedy 
is  simple— namely,  cut  the  annual 
charid^fe  one-third  of  what  it  is  now, 
extend  the  payments  to  cover  the  life 
of  the  improvements,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  make  provision  for  taking 
up  the  local  improvement  debts  as 
they  fall  due  by  Issuing  fresh  deben- 
tures to  make  up  the  shortage.  This 
is  a  somewhat  drastic  remedy  inas- 
much as  owners  will  be  called  upon 
to  pay  three  times  the  amount  of  in- 
terest on  the  loans,  together  with 
their  apportionment  of  the  discount 
on  debentures,  but  we  do  not  think 
there  would  be  any  radical  objection 
to  this.  Those  who  can  pay  within 
a  shorter  period  will  be  able  to  es- 
cape much  of  the  interest  and  there 
will  doubtless  be  many  who  will  come 
under  this  category. 

There  are  hundreds  of  house  own- 
ers who  are  in  arrear  with  their  taxes 
because  the  burden  has  been  heavier 
than  they  can  bear.     If  that  burden, 
as    far    as   future    payments    are    con- 
cerned, were   reduced   to  one-third  of 
the   present   local   improvement  taxes 
these  property  owners  would  be  able 
to   save    their   homes   as   they   would 
look   on   the    matter   from   the  stand- 
point  that   if   they   relinquished   them 
at  a  tax  sale  they  would  have  to  live 
elsewhere     and      pay     rent.      If     this 
measure    of    relief    is    provided    there 
can   be    no    objection    fo    a    tax    sale, 
but  it  Is  absolutely  essential  that  be- 
fore   one    Is    held    relief    is    provided 
both  for  the  payment  of  arrears  and 
by  modified  future  local  Improvement 
assessments.     Up  to  the  present  there 
are  two  proposals  regarding  the  pay- 
ment   of    arrearn.      Ono    arranges    for 
ten   annual      Instalments      from    date, 
provided  current  taxes  are  met  year- 
ly.    The  other  propoees  the  payment 
of  arrears     in     fifteen     yearly  instal- 
ments with   a  slightly   reduced   inter- 
est charge.     The  flrst  proposal  makes 
nd'  provision    for    any    change    In    the 
rate  of  interest.      Nor  have  we  seen 
any   proposal   yet    which    would    have 
the    effect    of    substantially    reducing 
the   total   of   the*"  arrears   which   have 
become  excessive  by  the  accumulated 
interest  and    the  addition   of  the  so- 
called     "rebate,"    which,     in    reality, 
constitutes  nothing  but  a  bonus  to  the 
City  which  it  should   have  no  power 
to  derive  from  any  particular  section 
of  property  owners. 

If  a  measure  of  relief  which  closely 
follows  the  llnee  of  Alderman  Bar- 
gent's  propoeal  Is  adopted,  and  if,  at 
the  same  time  some  just  arrangement 
is  reached  regarding  the  payment  of 
arrears  it  should  be  decided  to  hold 
a  tax  aale  thla  year  on  properties  In 
arrear  for  ItlS.  The  amount  of  taxes 
di^e  for  that  year  is  approximately 
$tf,00«,  on  both  general  and  local 
improrement  assesBments.  and,  with 
the  relief  outlined,  undoubtedly  tke 
laryeit  portion  of  this  sum  would  be 
celleotoA.  But  It  is  not  so  clear  that 
anything  l«  to  be  gained  by  holding 
a  tax  ■•!•  of  properties  In  arrears  for 
both  l»lt  end  l»li.  If  the  sgfre-

De  sold,  namely,  approximately  fT7~ 
t$9,099,  is  taken  into  eonstderatloa 
the  folly  of  such  an  auotlon  of  real 
estate  at  tbia  time  can  be  Imagined. 
If  the  moMmre  of  relief  provided  Is 
baaed  on  syfllclently^reAd  Unea  a  let 
of  Money  weald  be  ^d  up  volun^r* 
lly  on  back  taxes,  but  despite  this  the 
City  would  be  forced  to  put  on  the 
market  land  on  which  taxes  of  about 
11,000,000  are  due.  It  is  ludicrous  to 
suppose  that  such  a  aale  of  r«|il  estate 
could  be  successful,  especially  when 
the  future  obligations  on  the  different 
properties  are  taken  into  considera- 
tion. We  do  not  believe  that  150,000 
would  be  secured.  The  result  would 
be  that  the  City  would  be  loaded  up 
with  property  in  arrears  of  taxes  to 
the  tune  of  nearly  11,000,000  which 
in  boom  times  was  probably  worth 
t(,000,000  or  $0,000,000  and  which  Is 
assessed  at  present  on  a  valuation  of 
perhaps  $4,000,000.  This  would  be- 
come non-taxable  with  the  result  the 
general  rate  would  have  to  be  In- 
creased to  meet  the  deficiency  in  the 
4ievenue.  This  would  mean  the  citi- 
zens as  a  whole  would  be  more 
heavily  burdened  because  of  the  City's 
action  in  holding  a  tax  sale  on  pro- 
perties In  arrear  for  1913  and  1914. 

We  think  the  consensus  of  public 
opinion  will  be  that  no  matter  what 
relief  Is  provided  for  the  payment  of 
arrears  and  for  future  local  Improve- 
ment assessments  it  would  be  suicidal 
to  hold  any  tax  sale  this  year  except 
one  applying  to  arrears  for  191.1.  If 
1914  were  Included  the  possibility  is 
the  City  would  receive  the  worst  ad- 
vertisement in  its  history  by  scores  of 
people  being  forced  from  their  homes, 
by  investments  in  business  property 
being  wiped  out  and  by  an  inevitable 
increase  In  the  general  rate  which 
would  have  the  elTect  of  frightening 
awa^  population.  Such  results  should 
be  avoided,  on  they  can  be  readily,  by 
a  sane,  businesslike  measure  of  relief 
which  Is  BO  widespread  in  its  appli- 
cation that  everyone  will  be  given 
fair  opportunity  to  meet  their  pay- 
ments. In  all  we  have  said  we  have 
purposely  only  touched  upon  the 
question  of  the  City's  finances  In  its 
broadest  aspects,  not  presuming  to 
suggest  what  should  be  done  in  the 
matter  of  expropriations  or  those 
other  special  cttses  where  there  are 
exceptional  burdens  to  be  borne.  If 
the  main  solution  of  the  tax  delin- 
quency situation  is  discovered  the  de- 
tails will  readily  lend  themselves  to 
adjustment.  What  the  City  Council, 
should  not  lose  sight  of  is  the  neces- 
sity of  providing  for  the  '  future 
against  what  ii\  the  .  past  brought 
about  the  present  situation.

Ireland  is  perturbed  by  another  by- 
elec^'on,  and  the  chances  of  the  Sinn 
I'ein  party  in  South  Armagh  are  being 
eagerly  canvassed.  Some  idea  of  the 
white  heat  of  the  campaign  is  shown 
by  eighty  meetings  having  been  held 
last  Sunday.  The  Nationalist  party  is 
bringing  all  its  Infiuence  to  bear  to 
prevent  the  seat  falling  into  the  hands 
of  the  Sinn  Peiners.  as,  if  the  latter 
win,  it  will  constitute  their  flrst  foot- 
hold in  Ulster.  The  Sinn  Fein  candi- 
date is  Dr.  McCartan.  who  is  at  present 
detained  In  the  United  States  as  a  sus- 
pect. His  opponent  is  a  Mr.  Donnelly, 
a  solicitor  of  South  Armagh.  The 
chances  of  both  candidates  are  said  to 
be  equal. 


In  the  mining  news  column  yester- 
day was  published  the  Judgment  of 
Judge  Thompson,  who  receritly,  at 
Fernie,  Crow's  Nest  district,  heard  ap- 
peals from  some  of  the  decisions  of  the 
local  military  tribunal;  also  the  re- 
marks of  counsel  who  appeared  for  the 
mHltary  authorities.

Prtor  to  1»1«.  when  the  road  waa  of 
the  macadam  type,  a  slasle  stretch  of 
it,  approximately  one-quarter  of  a 
mile,  cost  $6,9n.ll  for  repaira  Simi- 
lar statistics  available  In  Victoria  for 
repairs  to  macadam  roads  all  bear  out 
the  same  story  of  costly  maintenance. 
The  inalntei»ance  up-lte«»p  ot  a  proper- 
ly constructed  concrete  road  year  by 
year  Is  ao  small  that  the  wisdom  of 
a  policy  of  permanent  highways  is 
clearly  apparent 

On  Vancouver  Island  we  are  self- 
conuined  In  (the  matter  of  materials 
for  concrete  roads.  Cement  of  the 
highest  quality  is  made  locally  at  ce- 
ment plants  representing  an  invest- 
ment of  several  million  dollars..  Grav- 
el, sand  and  rock  Of  excellent  quality 
are  also  to  be  obtained  locally  In 
abundance.  No  expensive  plant  is 
needed  to  construct  concrete  roaiis. 
and  this  feature  is  one  that  should 
weigh  with  government  and  municipal 
authorities  when  considering  the  pol- 
icy of  permanent  highways.

Ii.%BOR  UTTREST  IN  GKRMANY 

The  main  causes  of  the  strikes  in 
Oermany,  in  w^lch  several  hundred 
thousand  nien  are  said  to  be  Involved, 
are,  nsst,  the  food  situation,  and  sec- 
ondly, dissatisfaction  with  the  indefi- 
nite character  of  the  country's  war 
aims  as  outlined  by  the  Chancellor. 
Possibly,  also,  much  of  the  unrest  is 
designed  with  the  purpose  of  forcing 
the  Government  to  mske  a  separate 
peace  with  Russia.  Such  a  peace 
would  mean  that  the  products  of  the 
rich  agricultural  areas  of  Southern 
Russia  would  become  available  to  the 
hungry  German  people.  To  that  ex- 
tent the  strikes  are  political  in  their 
character,  but  it  is  not  clear  that  they 
are  in  any  way  a  protest  against  on 
autocratic  form  of  Government.  We 
would  like  to  believe  that  the  people 
of  Oermany  are  coming  to  their  senses 
and  beginning  to  realize  what  Prussian 
militarism  means.  It  would  be  prema- 
ture to  say  the  present  labor  unrest 
must  bo  taken  as  a  development  In 
this  direction.  It  is  to  all  Intents  and 
purposes  a  reflex  of  the  recent  unrest 
In  Austria,  and  In  the  main  Is  due  to 
the  same  reasons. 

The  Allies  will  benefit  by  the  cur- 
tailment of  production  In  Germany. 
The  longer  the  workmen  refuse  to  take 
up  their  tools  the  longer  -Germany's 
next  effort  in  the  war  will  be  post- 
poned. Unless  the  army  is  guaranteed 
a  plentiful  and  continuous  supply  of 
munitions  it  cannot  undertake  an  of- 
fensive on  a  great  scale.  The  fact 
that  military  force  is  being  used  to  put 
an  end  to  the  strike  will  tend  to  leave 
embittered  feelings,  whatever  the  out- 
come. It  may  be  the  unrest  is  of  such 
a  serious  character  It  will  tend  to 
modify .  Germany's  war  alms,  that  is. 
If  it  Is  true  the  strike  troubles  have 
been  in  any  way  caused  through  a  de- 
sire for  peace.  But  what  people  In  the 
Allied  countries  should  divorce  from 
their  thoughts  is  the  possibility  of  a 
revolution  In  Germany.  It  may  come 
about,  and  if  It  does  the  war  will  be 
proportionately  shortened.  It  would 
be  the  height  of  folly  to  place  any 
faith  In  the  chances  of  such  an  event, 
for  Ihst  would  mean  relaxation  of  ef- 
fort which  might  prove  fatal  to  our 
ca'tso. 

The  many  rumors  emanating  from 
Germany  and  .\ustria  tending  to  show 
the  growth  of  war  weariness  should 
not  deter  the  Allies  from  putting  their 
whole  strength  in  the  war.  In  the 
past  such  rumors  have  been  engineered 
by  the  govemmsnta  of  the  Central 
Powers  in  order  to  delude  Prance  and 
England  and  weaken  the  resolution  of 
their  worklngmen.  Germany  Is  a  past- 
master  in  the  art  of  spreading  false 
reports,  and  while  we  believe  there  Is 
substantial  truth  In  the  latest  rumors 
of  labor  troublee  It  would  be  very  un- 
wise to  believe  that  they  are  prelimi- 
nary to  a  revolution.

Psrmaasat   Highways 

Sir, — I  read  with  much  Interest  the 
admirable  editorial  which  appeared  in 
this  morning's  Issue  of  The  Colonist 
referring  to  the  desirability  of  the 
adoption  by  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment and  municipal  authorities  of  per- 
manent pavements  in  the  districts 
surrounding  Victoria. 

The  mention  of  the  need  by  you  for 
such  a  policy  Is  very  timely,  and  per- 
manent roads  could  well  be  construct- 
ed this  year  to  the  Military  Conval- 
escent Hospital  at  Esqulmalt.  and  also 
the  stretch  from  Craigflower  bridge  to 
the  Colwood  hotel.  Monoy  spent  on 
such  roads  as  these  yearly  In  the  way 
of  temporary  repairs  Is  a  costly  drain 
on  impoverished  government  and 
municipal  revenues,  and  at  any  time 
Is   false   economy. 

The  economic  principle  involved  In 
considering  the  problem  of  keeping  in 
perfect  condition  the  main  highways 
leading  from  Victoria  has  been  grap- 
pled with  successfully  In  the  United 
States  and  Eastern  Canada  by  the 
adoption  of  a  policy  of  permanent 
pavements,  and  today  these  highways 
are  playing  no  tnconsldersble  part  in 
relieving  the  war  traffic  congestion 
existent  on   the   railways. 

May  I  draw  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  concrete  roads  are  now  rec- 
ognised by  the  leading  engineers  of 
Canada  and  the  United  SUtes  as  being 
the  ideal  typo  of  permanent  pavement 
for  highways  from  whatever  stand- 
point they  are  considered?  "Concrete 
for  Permanence!"  is  a  slogan  which  Is 
supported    by   ample   evidence.

Sir, — As  none  of  the  health  oflk-lals 
have  replied  to  the  antl-vacclnatlon 
letters  published  In  the  local  papers,  I 
beg  to  answer  a  few  of  the  objections 
to   vaccination. 

In  the  flrst  place.  It  Is  well  known 
that  previous  to  the  use  of  vaocim- 
tlon,  epidemics  of  smallpox  frequent- 
ly swept  through  European  an  1  other 
countries,  killing  off  large  numbers  of 
the  people. 

In  1797  more  than  a  quarter  of  the 
population  of  Iceland  died  of  small- 
pox, and  a  few  years  later  almost  th/e 
entire  population  of  Greenland  died  of 
the  same  disease. 

No  such  epidemics  occur  at  the  pres- 
ent time  in  countries  where  general 
vaccination  and  re-vaccination  is  en- 
forced by  law. 

A  long  time  ago.  it  was  ngj^d  that 
accidental  infection  of  milkmaids  and 
others  with  the  virus  of  "vaccina" 
(cowpox)  produced  Immunity  against 
smallpox. 

In  17*8  Dr.  Jenner  innoculated  a 
number  of  persons  with  vaccina,  and 
none  of  these  took  smallpox,  although 
surrounded  by  persons  with  the  dis- 
ease. 

It  Is  not  true  that  modern  medical 
practitioners  are  divided  on  the  ques- 
tion of  vaccination.  Medical  men 
agree  that  if  the  Instruments  used  In 
vaccination  are  clean,  and  properly 
sterilized,  and  If  germs  from  the  at- 
mosphere are  excluded  from  t'ae 
wound  made  for  the  purpose  of  intro- 
ducing the  vaccine,  no  disagreeable  or 
dangerous  results  can  follow  vaccina- 
tion. 

There  is  absolutely  no  danger  «f 
transmitting  disease  of  any  kind  by 
means  of  bovine- virus  (vaccine)  in- 
troduced into  the  sj^stem  in  a  proper 
manner. 

The  statement  has  been  mai^4  that 
sanitary  precautions  will  prevent  the 
spread  of  smallpox,  but  this  was 
proved  to  be  not  the  case  in  one  of 
the  Idvge  cities  of  the  United  States 
In  the  year  1902  when  the  citizens  de- 
pended on  their  perfect  sanitary  ar- 
rangements,  and  the  disease  s.vept  off 
a  large  number  of  citizens. 

At  present,  vaccine  vlrua  is  culti- 
vated and  collected  at  several  gov- 
ernment stations  in  Europe  and 
America,  and  the  material  is  preserved 
In  small  glass  tubes,  which  are  seal- 
ed up,  and  only  broken  when  the  vac- 
cine Is  to  be  used.  As  thus  conducted 
vaccination  can  have  no  disagrteable 
or  dangerous  consequences,  and  con- 
fers absolute  and  complete  protection 
against   smallpox.

LONDON,  Jan.  31.— British  casual- 
ties reported  during  the  month  of  Jan- 
uary totalled  73,017.  They  wede  divid- 
ed as  follows:  Killed,  or  died  of 
wounds,  offlcers,  358;  men,  13,698: 
wounded  or  missing,  officers,  1,206;  men, 
67,768.  The  January  casualties  show 
a  slight  falling  off  from  those  reported 
during  December,  which  reached  a 
total  of  79,627.  Tlie  total  for  Novem-

A 
request  from  the  commisstonerH  has 
been  before  the  Government  for  .some 
time  and  It  Is  probable  that  IfKlHlatlon 
to  permit  of  the  Qovernment  ylvlnK  th<> 
asked  for  guarantee  will  h«  brouRht 
down  at  the  forthcoming  session  of  the 
LeRislature. 

The  Dyking  Commissioners  have  an 
offer  from  the  present  bondholders  to 
accept  a  new  insue  of  bonds  carrying 
a  lower  rale  of  Interest  than  that  beinK 
now  charged  provided  the  Oovcrnment 
will  guarantee  the  now  issue.  The 
Nicomen  Dyking  district'.?  Indebtedne.Ms 
consists  of  a  bond  issue  of  190,000,  with 
some  flS.OOO  floating  indebtedness,  in- 
cludtnir  Interest  on  the  bonds.  The 
Dewdney  district's  bonded  inbedtedness 
amounts  to  1130,000,  with  a  floatlns  In- 
debtedness  of   some    130,000. 


While  there  will  be  a  large  num- 
ber uf  recommendations  from  the 
Land  Settlement  Board  to  the  Qov- 
ernment suggestive  of  needed  amend- 
ments tu  the  L.and  Settlement  Act 
passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Legislature,  an  act  which  in- 
corporates the  new  land  policy  of  the 
present  administration,  it  is  not  like- 
ly that  any  needed  amendments  put 
forward  by  the  board  will  have  to  do 
with  granting  greater  facilities  to  re- 
turned soldiers  for  getting  on  the 
land. 

The  new  act  as  now  drafted  grants 
to  returned  men  desirous  of  going  on 
the  land  a  rebate  to  the  amount  of 
$300  on  any  purchases  they  may 
make  of  land  from  the  board. 

The  reason  that  no  additional 
xiwers  In  this  respect  are  being 
uHked  for.  It  Is  stated.  Is  because  the 
Land  Settlement  Board  is  expecting 
that  as  a  result  of  the  further  inves- 
tigation to  be  had  by  the  Federal 
commlHSion  Just  appointed  to  deal 
with  the  whole  question  of  placing 
till'  returned  men  upon  thp  land, 
some  B.VHteni  will  be  evolved  In  which, 
pcrhupB,  the  Provinces  and  Federal 
authorities  will  unite,  in  which  event 
the  board  will  then  be  In  a  position 
to  know  just  how  it  can  co-operate. 
In  the  meantime  the  members  of  the 
board  deem  it  wise  not  to  start  out 
on    uny   extensive    scheme    of    its   own. 

The  (|uestion  of  the  returned  inan 
and  the  land  has  not,  however,  been 
overlooked.  Under  existing  l'"ederal 
le^lKlution  the  Dominion  has  the 
power  to  give  to  each  returned  man 
desiring  to  ko  on  the  land  160  acres 
and  to  advance  to  him  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $2,500  as  a  loan  to  develop 
his  holding.  But  this,  presumably, 
appUcH  to  Dominion  lands  only,  of 
which  there  is  not  any  considerable 
area  in  British  Columbia.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Province  desires  to 
secure  as  many  returned  men  as  po«- 
sihle  and  have  them  placed  upon  the 
land.  It  is  hoped  that  an  arranRC- 
ment  may  be  niade  with  the  Do- 
minion whereby  Provincial  lands 
may  be  taken  by  the  returned  men 
and  the  Federal  advance  of  money 
made  applicable  thereto.  This  will 
be  one  phase  of  the  question  to  be 
presented  to  the  Federal  commission 
which  is  expected  to  visit  British  Co- 
lumbia and  go  fully  Into  the  question 
here,  paying  attention  to  the  possi- 
bilities of  this  Province  as  a  suitable 
place  wherein  to  locate  the  retui'n«.i 
men. 

Power  to  locate  and  organize  de- 
velopment areas  will  be  sought  by 
the  I.4ind  Settlement  Bo^rd,  which 
desires  to  InaURurate  a  system  of 
cf)mniunlty  settlements  to  the  end 
that  settlement  may  be  attracted  to 
sections  adjacent  to  transportation 
facilities  and  to  discourage  the  settle- 
ment of  far  away  areas,  wljere  set- 
tlement, by  reason  of  distance  from 
markets,  roads,  etc.,  would  not  be 
productive  of  results  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  proper  development  of 
the  land. 

The  board  has  a  number  of  such 
land  settlement  schemes  under  con- 
sideration, but  In  any  of  these  the 
financial  question  is  the  Important 
factor.  Provision  will  be  sought,  it 
Is  said,  for  financing  such  projects. 
For  instance,  the  suggestion  has  been 
made  that  the  board  should  have 
power,  in  acquiring  needed  areas,  to 
purchase  the  same  by  giving  bonds 
instead  of  the  actual  cash;  to  be  In 
a  position,  where  necessary,  to  take 
over  private  holdings  adjoining  the 
development  areas  and  Incorporate 
them  In  the  scheme  of  development, 
in  cases  where  such  private  owners 
show  no  disposition  to  develop  their 
holdings,  but  where,  to  make  the 
board's  plan  a  success,  development 
of  such  privately  held  areas  Is  neces- 
sary. In  this  connection  the  board 
holds  it  to  be  only  fair  that  where 
roads  are  made  for  the  development 
scheme,  and  such  roads  would  also 
benefit  adjacent  private  holdings.  It 
should  have  power  to  charge  some 
of  the  cost  of  the  work  against  the 
private  owners. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  thV  many 
points  that  have  arisen  In  connection

Otto  Wenderholm,  the  German 
subject  who  has  been  held  at  police 
headquarters  for  the  past  ten  days 
while  bis  case  was  being  investigated, 
will  be  sent  to  the  internment  camp 
at  Morissey  within  the  next  day  or 
two.  He  was  apprehended  here  after 
he  had  come  down  from  Albernl, 
where  for  some  months  he  was  em- 
ployed in  a  logging  camp,  but;  hav- 
ing suffered  an  accident,  he  was  con- 
fined there  in  the  hospital.  After  re- 
covery  he   came   to  Victoria. 

He  waa  for  some  years  in  the  Statea 
and  for  the  past  year  had  been  em- 
ployed on  a  power  schooner  running 
out  of  Neah  Bay,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Straits.  While  on  a  cruise  engine 
trouble  developed  and  the  boat  put 
into  Albernl.

Streets  Committee  Will  Go 
Into  Details  of  Aid.

Tlic  much  discussed  but  still  far 
from  solved  problem  of  tax  delin- 
quency relief  will  likely  occupy  prac- 
tically the  whole  of  the  meeting  this 
afternoon  of  the  streets  committee  of 
the  ("Ity  rouncll.  as  practically  every 
phase  of  the  matter  will  be  gone  Into 
in  an  endeavor  to  piece  together  the 
Icsrlslatlon  brought  In  by  Alderman 
Sargent  and  by  the   Board  of  Trade. 

A  delegation  of  Board  of  Trade 
memljera  will  wait  upon  the  Council 
to  supplement  the  written  draft  of  its 
plan  to  meet  the  situation.  The 
IjOard's  attitude  set  forth  in  the 
scheme  presented  to  the  Mayor  and 
aldermen  is  based  mainly  on  the  be- 
lief that  the  outstanding  duty  of  the 
city  is  to  get  Into  the  treasury  as 
much  money  as  possible  by  making 
payment  of  arrears  on  general  and 
local  Improvement  taxes  legal  In  fif- 
teen yearly  Instalments  covering  the 
net  amount  of  the  taxes  when  origin- 
ally due,  with  Interest  at  the  rate  of 
7  per  cent,  computed  annually.  A 
tax  sale  on  property  delinquent  In 
l!t14  or  earlier  will  nlso  be  urged  by 
the  delegation,  which  will  composed 
of  Messrs.  .1.  J.  Shallcross,  C.  T.  Cross, 
R.  S.  Day,  John  Cochrane,  J.  1.^ 
Heekwith,  P.  n.  Pemberton,  A.  R. 
Wolfenden,  and  President  James  For- 
man.

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  pointed  out  that 
there  would  be  a  certain  amount  placed 
in  the  estimates  for  the  coming  fiscal 
year  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
agricultural  associations,  that  that 
amount  would  b«  distrihated  on  a  basis 
of  m«nib«rshlp,  and  that  If  the  Dun- 
can dlstrl^  helped  itaelf  by  IncraaiiIng 
th«  mamliffshlp  of  lu  district  Associa- 
tion It  would  benefit  to  that  mtieh 
greater  sxtent  In  the  Oovsmmsnt  grant. 
After  a  lengthy  discussion  It  was  sag. 
g^sted  that  the  membership  fs«  for  the 
year  and  tha  entrance  f«>s  of  prevloas 
years  combined  would  form  a  fair  Imals 
of  distribution  of  the  money  to  bs 
Tot^d  by  the  Oovcrnm«nt.  nut  snch  an 
arrangement  has  jrst  to  bs  dccidsd 
upoa. 


A  claim  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver  to  one-half  the  amount  the 
Qovernment  is  at  present  annually 
collecting  there  from  motor  llcencea 
and  from  the  amusement  tax  was 
made  by  Mayor  Gale  and  Alderman 
Kirk,  of  the  Terminal  City,  when  they 
met  the  Premier  and  Hon.  John  Hart, 
Minister  of  Finance,  in  an  informal 
conference  yesterday  afternoon  at  the 
legislative   buildings. 

The  Vancouver  council's  representa- 
tives pointed  to  that  city's  present 
financial  situation  and  advanced  the 
argument,  in  respect  of  the  motor  tax, 
that  as  the  city  Is  paying  for  the 
street  work,  maintenance  and  regula- 
tion of  motor  traffic,  it  should  be  en- 
titled to  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
amount  raised  through  licences,  etc. 
The  amusement  tax,  too,  it  was  urged, 
was  being  paid  by  the  people  of  Van- 
couver, who  must  bear  the  cost  of 
supervision    of    amusement    places,  etc. 

In  resi>o:i'so  to  the  above  requests 
the  Premier  pointed  V>  the  fact  that 
the  Province  too  needs  all  the  revenue 
it  Mn  collect,  and  while  he  \va«  un- 
al>lc  to  jei\e  anj"  dellnltc  as.siirance 
whether  or  not  the  request.s  made 
would  be  favorably  dealt  with,  he 
promised    them    every   consideration. 

Last  year  Vancouver  made  a  i»- 
irlbution  towards  making  up  the 
deficit  of  some  Jl 20,000  now  standing 
against  the  General  Hospital  tlure  and 
an  Increase  in  the  per  capita  grunt. 
This  request  was  then  relused  and  it 
was  not  again  advanced  yesteraay. 
but  Mayor  Gale  outlined  a  scheme  he 
has  had  under  ronslderatlon  to  pro- 
vide for  better  financial  results  from 
the  operation  of  the  Institution,  .lust 
what  that  scheme  Is  ho  did  not  feel 
he  could  saj-  at  present,  but  It  In- 
volves a  district  organization  Includ- 
ing adjoining  mimlclpallties.  This 
scheme  was  put  up  to  the  Govern- 
ment with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
whether  the  latter  would  assist  it  by 
needed   legislation. 

School  finances  also  formed  a  sub- 
ject of  discussion.  Mayor  Gale  point- 
ing to  the  necessity  of  a  larger  con- 
tribution by  the  Qovernment.  He 
argued  that  the  present  system  of 
education  Is  elaborate,  and  while,  per- 
haps, not  too  elaborate  from  the 
Htandpoint  of  the  needs  of  the  child- 
ren. It  was  certalnl.v  too  much  so  for 
the  amount  of  money  received  from 
the  Government.  He  claimed  the 
question  of  education  was  a  state 
problem,  the  chief  burden  of  whl<h 
should  not  be  cast  upon  the  munici- 
palities. 

Mayor  Gale  and  Alderman  Kirk  re- 
ttirned    to    Vancouver    last    evening.

In  spite 
of  war  conditions,  reported  an  Increane 
In  ordinary  revenue  over  the  preceding 
yea.r.  and  intimated  that  still  larger 
Increase  might  be  anticipated  for  1918. 
The  Sabbath  School,  while  deploring 
the  loss  of  many  male  members  of  itn 
stnfT,  reported  n  considerable  gain  In 
tht    weekly    attendance    In    the    school.

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longs  to  another.  Dr.  Kll7jibeth  Black- 
well,  but  she  had  to  go  to  America  for 
her  professional  training.  Dr.  Garrett 
Anderson  wss  the  first  ICnglish  medical 
woman  to  obtain  her  degree  In  Eng- 
land. 

She  srcompllshed  her  pioneer  work  in 
this  connection  liy  tact,  force.  Indomit- 
able courage  and  a  sublime  belief  In  her 
lause.  Women's  present  luoud  place  tn 
the  profession — not  yet  even  so  fairly 
recognised  as  it  1«\  bound  to  become— 
is  the  result  of  the  struggle  the  brunt 
of  which  Dr.  Oarrett  Anderson  had  to 
l>ear  alone.  She  had  to  convince  ths 
Society  of  Apothecaries  that  they  could 
not  refuse  to  grant  her  their  diploma 
on  the  ground  of  her  sex.  becatise  they 
existed  under  royal  ch.irter  to  sell 
drugs  and  there  was  no  legal  objec- 
tion to  women  nelllng  drugs.  She  had 
then  to  face  the  difficulty  of  get- 
tlnc  the  requisite  hospital  part  of  her 
training.  This  she  was  grudgingly 
permitted  to  do  at  one  ho.spltal  provid- 
ed she  dressed  and  acted  as  though  she 
were  merely  a  nurse.  This  experience 
led  her  to  found  the  New  Hospital  for 
Women,  where  women  medical  students 
could  (juallfy  for  their  profession.  This 
was  In  1870.  and  for  many  years  It  re- 
mained the  only  hospital  where  such 
facilities  were  given.  Now  the  Royal 
Free  Hospital  offers  the  same  oppor- 
tunities.   ' 

In  11174  Miss  Jex  Blake  returned  from 
Kdlnburgh  after  falling  to  obtain  ad- 
mission  to  the  medical  schools'  of  that 
city,  the  men  students  having  carried 
their  opposition  to  the  point  of  sn\ih- 
blng  her.  This  led  Dr.  Oarrett  Ander- 
son  to  furthpr  activities,  she  with  Miss 
Blake  and  other  ladles,  setting  about 
the  establishment  of  the  I^ondon  School 
of  Medicine  for  Women,  where  the 
greater  proportion  of  all  Kngllsh  medi- 
cal women  receive  their  training.  The 
Hlllatife  between  the  little  New  Hospital 
and  the  Royal  Kree  Hospital  was 
l>rouglit  about  by  Dr.  Oarrett  Anderson 
In  1877  owing  to  the  stipulation  of  the 
r.eneral  Medical  Council  of  Kngland 
that  a  hospital  of  150  beds  was  indis- 
pensable for  any  clinical  training  whose 
results  they  would  recognize.  The  New 
llo.xpital  alone  had  fifty  beds,  but  by 
alliance  with  the  Royal  Free  the  de- 
sired number  was  secured,  sU  the 
larger  hospitals  having  l>een  appealed 
to  In   vn'n. 

For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  centMiy 
r»r.  Anilerson  was  a  lecturer  .■»!  ths 
school  of  winch  she  was  dean  for  ten 
years.  Hi'fi-re  her  death  she  saw  her 
own  daughter  specially  anked  by  the 
authorliit"  to  organize  and  lage  '-ha:Ko 
oT  a  large  military  hospital  esta-^llshed 
sines    the    war    began.

Hitherto  the  supply  of  necessities 
to  the  peoples  of  the  Allied  nations 
has  brought  great  profit  to  Canada 
and  the  United  States.  Should  the 
time  come  when  It  will  be  otherwise 
will  our  loyalty  stand  the  test?  It 
might  be  thought  that  the  nation 
which  has  given  Its  sons  would  he 
ready  to  offer  material  things.  It 
looks  now  as  though  the  real  brother- 
hood of  man  would  be  put  to  the 
proof  In  the  jrreat  family  of  Allied 
nations.  Are  we  all  ready  to  do  our 
part  In  feeding  the  hungry  and 
clothing  the  naked?

OTTAWA,  Jan.  II.— Final  allocation 
of  the  North  American  military  and 
naval  vote  has  been  pracUcally  com- 
pleted, and  the  actual  counting  la  ex- 
,  pected  to  begin  within  a  week  or  so. 
In  view  of  rymora  as  to  the  way  In 
which  the  military  vote  has  gone.  It 
Is  emphasized  here  that  nothing  can 
actually  be  known  until  the  ballots 
are  counted.  Every  vote  cast  by  a 
soldier  was  placed  In  an  envelope 
bearing  his  name  and  residence  pre- 
vious to  enlistment  The  envelopes, 
unopened,  are  now  being  allocated 
among  the  constituencies.  When  the 
allocation  is  complete,  the  envelope 
will  be  opened  and  counting  begins. 
Until  the  envelopes  are  opened.  It  Is 
pointed  out,  the  result  cannot  be 
known.

BRITISH  FLYERS! 


By   "A.  ▲.  K." 
There  is  a  aong  of  which  the  Brit- 
ish Boldler  never  aeems  to  tire,  whose 
fourth  verse  soes  like  this: 

"Four    men    went    to    mow — went    to 

mow   a  meadow. 
Pour  men,   three  men,   twe  men,  one 
man 

(And  his  dog) 
Went   to   mow  a  meadow." 

The  other  verses  are  equally  en- 
tertaining (differing  only  in  the  num- 
ber of  men  engaged),  the  tune  is  a 
Blmple  one,  and  by,  say,  the  forty- 
second  verse  even  the  novice  is  fa- 
miliar with  both  word*  and  music 
and  ready  to  Join  In.  Ask  one  of 
your  frtonds  in  the  army  to  give  you 
the  air,  and  then  try  it  for  yourself, 
.lust  now  I  am  going  to  tell  you  quite 
u  different  Htory;  the  story  of  four 
men  who  "went  to  bomb,  went  to 
bomb  a  hangar."  It  is  as  typical  of 
the  British  army  as  the  song,  and, 
like  the  song,  it  goes  on  intermin- 
ably.    A  simple,  every-day  affair. 

The  four  men  set  out  to  "do  their 
damnedest"  to  a  certain  German  aer- 
odrome. No.  1  dived  on  to  the  aero- 
drome to  about  300  fnet,  got  in  line 
with  a  row  of  machloes  all  spread 
out  ready  for  him,  and  dropped  his 
bombs  on  them.  Having  got  to  the 
end  of  the  line  (and  also  to  the  end 
of  his  bombs)  he  swooped  up  and 
dived  again.  He  had  no  bombs  now, 
but  he  had  a  machine  gun,  and  he 
Bpraiyed  the  line  lovingly  with  bul- 
lets. "My  emergency  tank  was  shot 
this  time,"  he  says  carelessly  in  his 
report,  so  the  Germans  had  evidently 
got  busy.  However,  he  "went  round 
again,  and  repeated  this  action  "a 
third  time  Just  for  luck,  and  then 
steered  for  home.  This  may  have 
finished  his  official  Jub  of  work,  but 
on  his  way  heme — however,  we  must 
get  back  to  the  aerodromes  which  Is 
what  we  are  concerned  with  at  the 
moment. 

No.  2  following  No.  t  went  down 
to  4t0  feet  and  dropped  his  bombs. 
and    saw    them    all    explode    in    front 


of  the  hangars.  He  then  went  round 
the  aerodrome  at  200  feet,  Urlng  his 
machine  guns  into  the  hangars  and 
ut  a  machine  gun  crew — presumably 
the  one  which  had  disabled  No.  I'a 
emergency  tank.  "The  machine  gun 
crew,"  saya  No.  2,  modestly  "ceased 
(Ire  while  1  was  firing  at  them."  One 
doesn't  blame  them.  Some  of  the 
crew,  no  doubt,  ceased  fire  for  a  long 
time  afterwards  as  well.  He  then 
steered  for  home  .  .  .  and  had 
further  adventures,  both  on  his  own 
and  with  No.  1.  Let  us  leave  them 
and  follow  No.  3. 

No.  3  gives  more  particulars;  that  line 
of  aeroplanes  drawn  up  so  thoughtfully 
by  the  Oerraans  consisted  of  four  scouts 
and  one  Gotha.  One  of  them  (evidently 
annoyed  by  No.  I's  attentions)  tried  to 
make  off,  so  No.  3  flred  a  few  rounds 
at  lilm.  "He  dived  straight  into  the 
ground  and  'crashed."  Whereupon  No. 
8  proceeded  to  drop  his  bombs  on  the 
four  remaining  ones.  He  had  three 
bombs  when  a  bullet  hit  his  petrol 
tank.  (What  was  No.  2  doing  to  allow 
this?)  He  switched  on  to  his  emer- 
gency tank,  but  he  was  only  160  feet 
up  at  this  moment,  and  the  engine 
could  not  pick  up  in  time.  8o  be  land- 
ed gracefully  on  the  nice  German 
aerodrome,  picked  up  and  flew  off  again, 
which  seemed  to  bo  rubbing  it  rather 
unkindly  on  that  line  of  stationary  Ger- 
man machines.  One  of  them,  however, 
had  Just  made  an  upward  move  of 
sorts,  as  the  result  of  No.  3's  last  bomb. 
No.  8  had  leisure  when  on  the  ground 
to  notice  his  bomb  exploding  In  the 
middle  of  It. 

No.  4  followed  No.  3.  Tt  was  the 
hangars'  turn  for  attention,  so  No.  f 
dropped  three  bombs  on  them.  He  then 
turned  and  dived  on  to  the  line  of 
aproplanes  and  sprayed  them  with  bul- 
lets; "these  were  bombed  a  few 
minutes  afterwards,"  he  says.  That 
was   by  No.   3,   of   course. 

How  long  did  all  this  last?  Not  very 
many  minutes,  actually,  but  quite  long 
enough  for  that  aerodrome.  One  of  its 
aororlanes  had  risen  and  crashed:  one 
had  been  blown  up,  the  Others  had  had 
a  liberal  supply  of  bombs  and  bullet.«<: 
'  So  had  the  hangars;  so  had  the  ma- 
chine   gunners.

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COUNCIL  HEARS  PLEA 
OF  CIVIC  EMPLOYES 


Postpones  Decision  on  Salary 
Raise  Until  Next  Week— 
Readjustnnent  of  Staffs  to 
6e  Taken  in  Hand. 


The  estimates  oonmtlttee  of  the  City 
Council  deferred  action  last  night  in 
meeting  the  demands  of  the  civic  In- 
side service  for  a  raise  In  salaries.  The 
Council  as  a  whole  will  form  Itself  Into 
a  reorganisation  committee  next  week 
and  attempt  to  readjuet  the  City  Hall 
staffs,  possRdy  combining  one  depart- 
ment with  another  in  a  few  insUnce<), 
with  the  object  of  securing  better  ef- 
ficiency, BO  that  whatever  Increases  are 
granted   will   incur  no   loss  to  the  <'lty. 

The  committee,  after  being  waited 
upon  last  night  by  about  fifty  members 
of  the  inside  service  and  addressed  by 
three  of  their  spokesmen,  found  Itself 
unable  to  do  anything  towards  restor- 
ing salaries  to  a  pre-war  basis  without 
a  statement  of  1914  pay  rolls.  As  suoh 
a  list  was  not  available,  dlscusHlon  of 
the  employees'  plea  was  postponed  un- 
til next  Tuesday,  when  the  entlniatPH 
committee  will  meet  again,  guided  by 
a   1914    pay   li^t. 

Quotes   X.   O.   of  Ii.   rignrea 

Assistant  City  Assessor  Scowcroft 
was  the  first  member  of  the  employees' 
deputation  heard.  He  presented  fiKures 
showing  how  the  cost  of  living  had  in- 
creased 4lnce  the  beginning  of  tlie  war, 
among  the  items  mentioned  beUiK  tlie 
following:  Butter,  19H,  35c  a  pound. 
now  55c,  an  increa.se  <»f  57  per  'ent, 
•bacon,  25c,  45o,  RO  per  rent;  <liep.'<e.  :J(i<-, 
36c,  75  per  cent;  flour.  $1.S0  a  sarK, 
13.10,  57  per  cent:  sukui'.  H.-i"  a  sacit, 
12.10,  68  per  cent;  bread,  nearly  double 
pre-war  price;  rolled  oat.<.

Mr.  Scowcroft  said  tlie  delegation 
was  not  asking  salaries  that  would  en- 
able them  to  live  In  luxury.  They  did 
not  even  ask  enough  to  put  aside  a 
little  from  month  to  month,  although  he 
considered  they  had  a  right  to  that. 
They  did  not  wish  to  see  the  city  em- 
barrassed by  a  high  outlay  In  main- 
taining the  civic  service,  but  there  wa* 
a  limit  to  which  all  cities  could  go — to 
furnish  Its  employees  with  a  fair  living 
wage. 

Voi  •  IMctatorUl  Stand 

Mr.  J.  Mclnhoe,  of  the  engineer's  de- 
partment, was  absent  through  Illness, 
and  his  letter  was  read  by  Assistant 
City  Clerk  Bradley.  Mr.  Mclnhoe  main- 
tained that  the  employees  were  not  tak- 
ing a  dictatorial  stand,  nor  were  they 
adopting  a  crying,  cap-ln-hand  attitude. 
But  they  demanded  a  square  deal  and 
a  show  of  Justice  and  fairness  "so  con- 
spicuous by  its  absence  in  recent  years." 

City  Purchasing  Agent  Gait  said  that 
his  stand  had  been  strengthened  by  the 
knowledge  that  all  the  inside  employees 
with  the  exception  of  three,  had  signed 
a  petition  for  higher  salaries,  and 
that  the  newspapers  were  supporting 
them. 

"A  very  erroneous  Idea  is  prevalent," 
he  said,  "that  city  officials  are  highly 
paid  to  perform  soft  Jobs.  That  such 
an  idea  Is  erroneous  can  readily  be 
proved  toy  comparing  salaries  of  of- 
ficials In  private  business  concerns  with 
those  in  similar  positions  in  the  employ 
of  the  city.  This  Is  a  fact  which  few 
of  us  like  to  admit,  though  we  know  It 
is  true,  so  I  am  betraying  no  one's  con- 
fidence when  I  am  willing  that  the 
public  should  know  that  I,  aA  city  pur- 
chasing agent  and  superintendent  of 
stores  and  yards,  with  charge  of  all  the 
plant  owned  by  the  city,  am  getting  less 
money  per  month  than  many  of  the  la- 
borers In  the  city  earn  In  the  same 
time." 

OfflolAls  Bear  ConneUa'  Blame 

Mr.  Gait  recalled  that  for  three  years 
they  had  been  working  with  a  reduc- 
tion In  their  salaries  of  from  6  to  20 
per  cent,  although  the  cost  of  living  had 
Increased  by  leaps  and  bounds.  "The 
present  officials  are  not  responslbl*  for 
the  heavy  taxes."  he  continued.  "Then 
Why  visit  the  Iniquities  of  past  Coun- 
cils on  us?  Did  such  a  plea  prevail 
against  the  tire  department,  which  got 
all  it  asked?  Did  the  cltltens  condetmi 
your  action  on  that  occasion,  or  when 
you  gave.  In  large  measure,  what  the 
police  department  asked  for?  But,  you 
say.  the  police  department  was  not  con- 
trolled by  the  City  Council,  but  by  the 
Police  Commissioners.  True,  but  who 
were  the  Police  Comnvlssloners?  Two 
members  of  the  Council  and  one  out- 
sider. Did  the  two  Council  members 
look  upon  the  wage  question  differently 
than  when  they  discussed  the  ■Mme 
question  In  Council?  Then  why  this 
discrimination?" 

Kobbyiar  Oondemaed 

Mr.  Oalt  charged  that  Increases  re- 
cently granted  were  the  result  of  "the 
pernicious  practice  of  lobbying  the 
members  of  the  Council."  He  claimed 
that  Victoria  was  the  only  city  In  Brit- 
ish Col^n>bla  that  had  failed  to  do  Jus- 
tice  to   Its  employees. 

He  made  a  special  appeal  on  heh.Tif 
of  the  low  sslnried  officials.  "\  res- 
toration of  their  5  per  cent  cut  Is  not 
nearly  enough  In  view  of  the  cost  of 
living  advance."  he  declared.  "Many  «if 
them  are  having  a  terrible  struggle  U, 
keep  the  wolf  from  the  door  and  have  to 
deny  themselves  and  their  families 
many  of  the  things  that  are  considered 
necessary  today.  How  can  It  be  other- 
wise when  Government  figures  sliow 
that  It  costs  mote  to  live  decently  than 
they  receive  In  salaries.  We  do  not 
want    generosity,    hut    Justice. 

After  the  delegation  hni  withdrawn 
and  hnil  been  promised  hy  (he  Mayor 
that  Its  represAtatlons  wi»uld  he  glve?i 
full  consideration.  Alderman  Sanirsre:- 
suggested  that  a  committee  go  into  the 
whole  matter  of  reoricanlxlnx  the  civic 
ser^'lce  and  arranging  for  increases  1r. 
salary  were  Justified.  .Vdoption  of  the 
reKiilar  civil  servic-e  tuiKi-*.  setting  r» 
minimum  and  maximum  salary  for  all 
positions,  was  .•idvi>ceted  by  Alderman 
Fullerton. 

SmnaaSa  etUl  XadeflMlte 

Alderman  "Walker  claimed  that  the 
employees  had  not  stated  definitely 
What  percentage  of  an  Increase  they 
wanted,  or  whether  or  not  they  wanted 
simply  a  restoration  to  the  1»H  scale, 
and  he  believed  that  without  this  In- 
formation the  eommlttee  would  be 
working  In  the  dark. 

Details  of  the  question  will  be 
threshed  out  next  Tuesday,  and  It  was 
the  general  Impression  that  the  civic 
■•rvanta  will  have  their  salaries  In- 
to MCM  sstMt  St  any  tste.

that  every  available  dollar  must  be 
obtained,  an^  employed  In  providing 
profits  for  the  legitimate  producers 
rather  than  for  speculators  and  pro- 
moters of  wild-cat  schemes.  During 
the  past  few  years,  many  millions  of 
dollars  have  been  thrown  away  by 
the  investing  public  on  worthless 
projects  while  "parasitic  promotera 
have  escaped  with  pocketa  heavily 
lined." 

It  Is  definitely  known  that  the  au- 
thoritiofl  have  been  giving  some  at- 
tention to  this  question  recently,  and 
the  results  of  the  investigation  may 
be  embodied  in  a  recommendation  to 
higher  authorities  for  legislatloir 
based  on  the  findings  of  the  body 
appointed  for  thla  work.  It  is  urgred 
that  wild-cattinsT  and  the  promotion 
of  worthless  projects  should  be  made 
a  penal  offence,  and  those  found  guil- 
ty of  endeavoring  and  succeeding  in 
obtaining  Investments  in  projects  that 
have  no  present  or  potential  value 
Bhall    be   heavily   penalized. 

Necessity  Demands  It 

Discussing  this  matter  with  The 
Globe,  a  prominent  ofllclal  and  a  well 
known  banker  declared  that  if  Ca- 
nada is  to  take  her  place  with  other 
nutlonH  after  the  war,  ovory  possible 
and  feasible  .step  should  and 
will  no  doubt  be  taken  by  the  Gov- 
ernment to  produce  a  maximum  of 
effort.  Hegardliig  the  desirability  of 
blue-sky  law.s  ff)r  Canada,  it  was  de- 
clared that  much  useful  capital  has 
bei'n  wasted,  and  many  desirable 
investors  have  been  scared  oft  the 
market  by  large  Iohscs  In  wlll-o'-wisp 
projects. 

"To  krep  up  Canada's  balance  of 
(ra<l«*,  she  iiiu.st  have  exports,"  de- 
rlari'il  this  lltiaiiclcr.  "To  get  ex- 
Iiorts  she  must  e.xploit  her  resources. 
Canada's  mines,  forests  and  fields,  as 
well  as  her  riveis  and  lakes  must 
be  forced  to  yield  their  wealth.  We 
Muist  have  capital  for  this.  It  Is 
cssiMitial  tliat  Canadian  capital,  as 
I'ar  as  pu.ssii)lc,  shall  lie  used  for  this 
purpose,  and  we  ran  only  obtain  Ca- 
nadian capital  by  giving  the  Canadian 
investor  adequate  protection  and 
availability  for  legitimate  investment. 
The  opinions  of  some  prominent 
bankers  have  been  obtained,  and  they 
all  endorse  thi.i  suggestion.  They 
st.ite  that  it  is  desirable  that  the  au- 
thorities should  do  more  than  Is  pro- 
vided for.by  the  present  law,  in  af- 
fording proper  protection  for  the  in- 
dustrial expansionists  and  investors, 
that  is  why  this  matter  is  being  in- 
vestigated  Just    now.

test  of  commercial  profitableness  be- 
fore the  people  were  asked  to  Invest 
their  savings.  Ah  many  of  the  share- 
holders In  such  projects  are  people 
with  a  little  cash  to  Invest,  perhaps 
the  savings  of  a  lifetime,  it  is  de- 
clared to  be  desirable  that  the  peo- 
ple be  given  ample  protection."  It 
is  stated  that  information  has  al- 
ready been  obtained  to  prove  the  as- 
sertion that  60  to  70  per  cent  of  the 
projects  launched  under  the  circum- 
stances referred  to  here,  prove  fail- 
ures. It  Is  also  claimed  that  if  the 
Government  could  have  given  ample 
protection  to  the  investors  who  lose 
money,  say  in  the  Ontario  mining 
camps  during  the  early  years  of  op- 
erations, much  valuable  capital  would 
have  remained  in  the  country  for  le- 
gitimate investment. 

"Among    the    suggestions    we    may 


yet  see  fit  to  make,  is  that  a  com- 
pany shall  not  be  allowed  to  sell 
stock  to  the  public  until  it  has  been 
a  year  in  operation,"  declared  this 
official.  "Any  project  should  be  able 
to  stand  a  year  of  operation  under 
public  Inspection  before  the  general 
public  are  asked  to  Invest  their 
money.  It  Is  perhaps  desirable  that 
there  should  always  be  an  opportun- 
ity of  a  public  audit  of  a  company's 
resources,  while  false  statements  in 
a  prospectus  should  be  a  more  seri- 
ous penal   offence. 

"There  must  be  a  stop  put  to  the 
work  of  real  estate  exploiters  who 
are  plundering  Ontario  farmers.

Hid  on  SS.  Umatilla  at  Seattle

VANCOUVBR.  Jan.  SI.— When  the 
American  liner  Umatilla,  CapL  Alwen. 
arrtred  In  Vancouver  on  Wednesday 
night  she  brotight  a  German  stow- 
away who  waa  under  close  guard, 
and  ha  will  be  turned  over  to  the 
United  Btatea  authoriiies  at  Seattle. 
The  man  stowed  away  on  the  Uma- 
tilla when  ahe  left  Seattle  for  the 
Orient.  He  was  diacovered  when  the 
steamer  waa  a  few  daya  out  and  waa 
immediately  locked  up.  When  the 
Umatilla  arrived  at  Hongkong  tha 
German  waa  handed  over  to  the  Brit- 
lah.  who  kept  him  In  jail  while  the 
steamer  went  on  to  Singapore,  bat 
on  her  return  up  the  China  coaat  she 
received  InstrucUona  to  take  the  man 
to  Seattle.  He  IB  a  young  fellow  of 
military  age  and  seemed  to  be  quite 
scared  and  uncertain  aa  to  what  fate 
had  In  atore  for  him.

That  the  180  offlcers  and  cadets  on 
a  Rnissian  cruiser  now  in  Hongkong 
harbor  will  leave  the  ship  aa  soon  as 
Government  funds  are  exhausted,  is 
the  newa  brought  from  the  Orient  by 
a  transpacinc  liner  which  haa  just 
reached  thia  Coast.  According  to  the 
account  the  men  are  much  dissatis- 
fied with  the  Bolshevikl  government 
and  are  anxious  to  Join  either  the 
British  or  American  navy.  After  the 
downfall  of  the  former  Emperor 
Nicholas  the  offlcers  on  the  warship 
pledged  their  allegiance  to  the  Ker- 
ensky  government.  but  refuse  to 
recognise  the  Bolshevlki  regime.  It 
is  estimated  that  the  funds  on  the 
ship  will  keep  all  on  board  In  food 
for  about  two  months  more.  The 
cruiser  Is  under  guard  of  a  British 
man-of-war. 


MUST  HAVE  LICENCES 
FOR  SHIP'S  SUPPLIES 


All  Vessels  Leaving  United 
States  Ports  Hereafter  Must 
Account  for  Stores  and  Fuel 
on  Board. 


In  an  eflfort  to  prevent  trading 
with  the  enemy,  the  United  States 
War  Trade  Board  will  place  In  ef- 
fect, starting  thia  morning,  stringent 
rules  governing  the  loading  of  bun- 
ker fuel.  port,  sea  and  ships'  stores 
and  supplies  of  all  kinda  on  vessels 
clearing  from  any  port  in  the  United 
States  or  her  possessions.  The  licence 
or  licences  must  cover  not  only  sup- 
plies, etc..  taken  aboard  at  the  port 
from  which  the  vessel  Is  preparing  to 
sail,  but  also  the  fuel,  stores  and 
supplies  which  the  vessel  brought 
into  port  at  the  time  of  entry. 

The  owner  or  time  charterers  of  a 
vessel  under  the  flag  of  a  neutral 
country  can  obtain  a  licence  only 
after  he  has  given  to  the  War  Trade 
Board,  at  Waahlngton,  D.C.,  the  de- 
tailed facts  required  by  the  board  re- 
garding all  vessels  owned,  controlled 
or  chartered  by  the  owner  or  charter- 
er of  the  vessel  from  which  the  fuel, 
supplies  or  ships'   stores  are   desired. 

The  foreign  owner  or  charterer  of 
vessels  under  the  flag  of  a  neutral 
country  must  vest  someone  In  the 
Uhlted  States  with  the  authority  to 
enter  Into  an  agreement  with  the 
Bureau  of  transportation  binding  the 
subscriber  to  comply  with  all  regu- 
lations set  forth  in  the  rules. 


PAID  FOR  BOILERS 


Seven  Taken  From  Wreck  Net 
Salvors  $875,000— Japan- 
ese Government  Erecting 
Huge  Steel  Works. 


While  deals,  in  which  high  prices 
have  been  paid  for  ships  and  flttings 
since  the  war  commenced,  have  be- 
come so  common  as  to  cause  no  com- 
ment, it  would  seem  that  the  limit 
has  almoat  been  reached  in  a  trans- 
action, the  details  of  which  have  Just 
reached  this  country',  in  the  Orient, 
which  is  without  precedent  in  the 
shipping  world. 

The  B8.  Chlyo  Maru.  13,4Sl  tons 
groaa.  7,26S  tons  net.  fitted  with  three 
steam  turbinea  and  built  at  Nagasaki 
In  1908,  waa  wrecked  in  the  Par  Baat 
in  March.  1»1«.  The  salvors  have 
recently  been  aucceaaful  in  Uking  out 
the  seven  t>oileni  from  the  wreck  and 
offered  them  for  sale,  the  purchasrs 
being  a  firm  of  Japanese  ahipbuild- 
ers,  who  paid  $13ri.ono  for  each  boil- 
er, or  1875.000  In  ail.  It  Is  on  ac- 
count of  the  great  dearth  of  boUer 
plate  In  Japan,  which  now  fetch  more 
than  $800  a  ton.  that  the  price  paid 
waa  so  high. 

What  the  price  represenU  In  the 
completed  ship  can  be  gauged  by  as- 
suming that  a  9,000-ton  steamer  eon- 
lalna  8,000  tona  of  steel,  which,  at 
88IS  per  ton.  would  represent  a  coat 
of  no  less  than  12.475.000  for  ma- 
terial alone,  or  1375  per  ton  dead- 
weight on  tha  completed  ahlp. 

In  eoTwaquence  of  tha  Impoaslbillty 
of  aacurlng  aufflcient  nuiterlal.  steel 
works  are  being  erected  In  Japan  by 
the  Nipponese  Government  and  men 
are  employed  night  and  day  in  order 
that  they  may  be  finished  by  June  ar 
July  next,  after  which  It  la  hoped  to 
make  Japan  aalf-supportlDg  la  tkJa 
raapect.

START  {RECllON  OF 
NEW  OIL  TANK  HERE 


Big  Gasoline  Container  at  Mac- 
laughlin  Point  Will  Have  a 
Capacity  of  Nearly  a  Million 
Gallons, 


The  foundation  Is  now  being  laid 
for  the  seventh  of  the  Imperial  Oil 
Company's  tanks  at  Maelaaghlln 
Point,  and  in  about  three  weeks'  time 
the  big  structure  will  be  ready  for 
operation,  it  was  stated  yesterday  by 
Mr.  Alex.  Sutherland,  superintendent 
of  the   plant. 

The  new  Unk.  which  is  being  erect- 
ed to  hold  gasoline  exclusively,  will 
have  a  diameter  of  76  feet  and  a 
capacity  of  approximately  800,000 
gallons.  It  la  the  fifth  large  tank  to 
be  constructed  by  the  company  at 
Maclaugblin  Point,  while  there  are 
also  two  of  smaller  dimensions  in  op- 
eration. The  coat  will  be  In  the 
neighborhood  of  $26,000. 

In  about  two  weeks  the  tank 
steamer  Imperoyal,  which  is  now  at 
loco,  in  Burrard  Inlet,  loading  gaso- 
line and  oil  from  the  Imperial  Oil 
Company's  refinery  there,  will  arrive 
here  to  discharge,  and  all  the  tanks 
will  then  be  filled.  From  the  Mac- 
laugblin Point  reservoirs  the  whole 
of  Vancouver  Island  is  supplied  by 
the  company  with  oil.  gaaollne  and 
distillate. 


TAKING  TOO  MANY 


SHIPS  FROM  MS 


Traffic  on  Great  Lakes  Will  Be 
Interfered  Witli,  But  This 
Cannot  Be  Helped,  Shippers 
Are  Told. 


WASHINOTOX.  Jan.  31. — Repre- 
sentatives  of  Great  Lake  shipping  In- 
terests protested  to  the  Shipping 
Board  today  against  the  removal  of 
more  lake  steamers  fee  ocean  serv- 
ice. Their  spokesman.  Levy  Mayer, 
of  Chicago,  declared  a  further  remov- 
al of  ships  from  the  lakes  would 
seriously  Interfere  with  commerce. 
The  Shipping  Board  has  taken  from 
the  lakes  already  more  than  forty 
ships  and  has  announced  that  it  in- 
tends to  take  out  thirty  niore  aa  soon 
as   the   Spring  thaw  sets   In. 

John  A.  Donald,  of  the  Shipping 
Board,  told  the  conference  that  the 
board  knew  it  would  work  a  great 
hardship  on  commerce  In  taking  the 
vessels,  but  that  the  transatlantic 
need  waa  so  great  that  it  felt  com- 
pelled to  do  so. 

Two  American  representatives  will 
probably  sit  with  the  inter-Allied 
chartering  committee,  although  there 
has  not  been  definitely  decided.  They 
will  assist  in  apportioning,  the  Allies 
tonnage  that  America  can  spare  for 
foreign  service  and  will  keep  the  Al- 
lies informed  of  the  American  ship- 
building situation.  England  haa  had 
a  shipping  commissioner  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  almoat  from  the  beginning 
of  the  war.

Various  Developments  Com- 
bine to  Send  Quotations  LJp- 
ward  —  Unusual  Breadth 
and  Activity  Are  Apparent. 


NEW  YORK,  Jan.  31.— Well-de- 
fined  causes  contributed  to  the  un- 
usual a4>tlvlty.  breadth  and  strength 
of  today's  stock  market,  chief  among 
which  was  the  stirring  message  to  the 
Western  Farmers'  Conference  by 
Prealdent  Wllaon. 

Other  potent  developments  Included 
the  cumulative  signs  of  serious  dis- 
turbances within  the  Central  Em- 
pires and  an  advance  in  Inter-moun- 
taln  freight  ratee,  coupled  with  the 
reported  declalon  of  the  Senate  rail- 
road committee  to  recommend  restor- 
ation of  the  railroads  to  shareholders 
a  year  after  the  war. 

Stocks  were  strong  at  the  opening, 
but  the  market  did  not  get  Into  Its 
stride  until  midday,  when  the  in- 
quiry for  rails  overshadowed  all 
other  features. 

Prices  were  at  highest  levels  in  the 
feverishly  final  active  hour,  opera- 
tions being  enlivened  by  sensational 
advancea  in  several  high-priced  spe- 
cialties, notably  General  Motors, 
which  recorded  an  extreme  gain  of 
15  points  at  125%,  General  Electric, 
which  rose  9%  points  to  140,  and 
Texas  Company  at  a  gross  advance  at 
5  V4  points. 

U.  S.  Steel  was  confidently  absorbed 
in  single  lots  of  1.000  to  4,000  Bhaies, 
closing  at  97  T4,  the  slightest  fraction 
under  Its  best  and  a  net  gain  ot  5\. 
Pacifies,  coalers  and  minor  Western 
and  Southwestern  Issues  featured  the 
rails  at  gross  gains  of   2   to   5   points. 

Sales  aggregated  966,000  shares. 

Bonds  were  active  but  Irregular. 
Internationals  hardening  perceptibly 
while  Liberty  issues  were  heavy  to 
weak.  The  SVi's  made  &  new  mini- 
mum at  897.20,  likewise  the  second 
4's  at  196.76,  both  rallying  substan- 
tially later.
